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Grisly Details 
Revealed in 
Murder Trial

David Paul Murdoch, a 25- 
year-old former prostitute cur¬ 
rently serving an 11-year state 
prison term for his role in the 
brutal 1984 torture/murder of 
17-year-old Polk Street hus¬ 
tler Larry (Ozzie) Gaines, took 
the stand this week in the 
murder trial of William 
Melvin White. 

White, 48, who has con¬ 
fessed to the Gaines murder 
and the 1984 murder of Ted 
Gomez, 15, is on trial in San 
Francisco Superior Court. 
White faces the death penalty 
if convicted of first-degree 
murder. 

Another accomplice, Ted 
Porter, 27, also pleaded guilty 
to the murder and is serving 
a life sentence. 

Murdoch, who pleaded 
guilty to being an accomplice 
in the murder and was con¬ 
victed of voluntary 
manslaughter in the case, tes¬ 
tified that White killed Gaines 
on May 13, 1984, in his tent at 
a secluded Lands End en¬ 
campment when Gaines re¬ 
fused to orally copulate White 
after several hours of torture 
that included chaining and 
handcuffing the teenager, 
beatings, shooting him with a 
BB gun and an injection in

the temple with lice shampoo. 

“Mr. White did tell Ozzie 
that if he wanted to save his 
life, he would have to suck 
Mr. White off. Ozzie flat out 
refused. He kept shaking his 
head no,” White said in a 
taped statement to homicide 
investigators that was played 
to the jury. 

After Gaines refused, 
White slit his throat. 

“Mr. White told Ted and I 
to do something or go get 
something. I went around to 
get it. I turned around just in 
time to see Mr. White slice 
Ozzie’s throat,” White said. 

The trio then took turns 
trying to sever Gaines’ head 
from his body by first break¬ 
ing the victim’s neck. They fi¬ 
nally used a machete and a 
foot-long handsaw for that 
purpose. 

“The head finally came off, 
and we put it in a plastic bag 
that came from Safeway and 
put it into another bag, so 
there wouldn’t be any blood 
dripping,” Murdoch recount¬ 
ed. 

In a voice totally devoid of 
emotion, Murdoch testified 
that the group joked about 
the mutilation as they dis¬ 
membered the victim’s body, 
then buried the head and the

Drugmaker Seeks ddl Approval

Bristol-Myers Squibb Co. 
has announced that it has 
filed a new drug application 
with the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration seeking approval 
to market ddl. 

When the drug gets the of¬ 
ficial nod, ddl will be the first 
new anti-HIV drug since 
AZT. 

Like AZT, ddl is a nucleo¬ 
side analog. It is a defective 
version of one of the subunits, 


in this case adenosine, that 
makes up the DNA in a cell’s 
genetic material. 

When HIV tries to insert a 
DNA copy of its genes into a 
human cell’s DNA, taking up 
an AZT or ddl molecule 
breaks the DNA chain the 
virus is forming. The attempt 
at infecting the cell fails. 

Both ddl and AZT have 
relatively little effect on nor¬ 
mal human cell processes, in 
which they are recognized as 
defective. Likewise, once a 


cell is infected by HIV, nucle¬ 
oside analogs have no cura¬ 
tive effect. Either they pre¬ 
vent initial infection of a cell 
or their chance for combat¬ 
ting HIV is lost. 

Past experience has shown 
that AZT loses effectiveness 
after someone has taken it for 
a year or two. Side effects 
such as anemia and muscle 
weakness accumulate, and the 
HIV in the person’s body 
seems to become resistant to

1971-1991: 

20 Years of BAR.

When the inaugural issue 
of the Bay Area Reporter 
was published on April 1, 
1971, the editors promised 
that the 24-page, free, commu¬ 
nity biweekly newspaper 
would bring news, informa¬ 
tion and humor to its lesbian 
and gay readership. 

Much of the news in that 
historic first issue concerned 
the social and entertainment 
offerings in various taverns 
and gay nightspots through¬ 
out San Francisco. 

The Society for Individual 
Rights held a unique predawn 
breakfast performance of 
Once Upon a Mattress at its 
community center on 6th 
Street. 

The Tavern Guild’s charity 
fundraiser Circus Circus, an 
indoor carnival held at the 
California Hall on April 4 was 
announced on the front page 
of the paper. 

An article by Bob Ross 
concerned a series of 


fundraisers for Uncle Billy 
Morell, who once ran a popu¬ 
lar gay bar called the 585 
Club on Post Street. Morell, a 
mainstay of the local gay 
scene, was seriously ill in a 
hospital and financially 
strapped. 

The fundraisers brought in 
more than $6,000 for Morell, 
according to the second issue 
of the paper on April 15. 

But frolic and fundraisers 
aside, right from the start, the 
Bay Area Reporter urged 
readers to become politically 
informed and involved in the 
world around them. In the 
second issue of the paper, the 
editors reminded readers of 
the power of the gay vote. 

There were an estimated 
90,000 lesbians and gays liv¬ 
ing in San Francisco at the 
time. President of the Board 
of Supervisors, Dianne Fein- 
stein, a candidate for mayor, 
was making an appearance at 
the Society for Individual

80,000 Women HIV-Infected, 
Tests on Newborns Reveal 


Women Outpacing Men

WASHINGTON - As 
many as 80,000 U.S. women 
of childbearing age are infect¬ 
ed with the AIDS virus, 
which can be passed from 
mother to baby, a govern¬ 
ment survey showed April 2. 

Routine blood tests of 
nearly 1.9 million newborns 
in 38 states and the District of 
Columbia between January 
1988 and September 1990 in¬ 
dicates that about three of ev¬ 
ery 2,000 U.S. women who 
give birth are infected with 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus, researchers said. 

Disease-fighting proteins, 
called antibodies, are passed 
from mother to child during 
pregnancy, and so a newborn 
who tests positive for HIV an¬ 
tibodies has a mother infected 
with the virus. 

Because public health de¬ 
partments routinely obtain 
samples of babies’ blood by 
pricking their heels, the feder¬ 
al Centers for Disease Control 
decided analyzing such sam¬ 
ples for signs of HIV would 
be a good way to anonymous¬ 
ly track the prevalence of 
HIV infection among child¬ 
bearing women. 

HIV was found to be most 
common among women who 
lived along the Atlantic Coast

ATLANTA - More than 
16,000 U.S. women have been 
stricken with AIDS since the 
epidemic began, and the num¬ 
ber of cases appears to be in¬ 
creasing faster in women than 
in men, federal health offi¬ 
cials reported. 

Although the total number 
of new cases of AIDS among 
men remains higher, the rate 
among women is increasing 
faster, officials said March 28. 

A total of 5,257 new cases 
of AIDS were reported 
among U.S. women in 1990, 


or who were blacks or His- 
panics. 

The states with the highest 
HIV-infection rates were six 
per 1,000 women in New 
York, five per 1,000 in New 
Jersey, and 4.5 per 1,000 in 
Florida. The District of 
Columbia also had a high in¬ 
fection rate, 5.5 per 1,000 
women. 

In the 25 states that collect¬ 
ed race and ethnicity data, 
black women were anywhere 
from five to 15 times more 
likely to be HIV-infected than 


up from 3,948 new cases re¬ 
ported in 1989, representing a 
33 percent increase, the feder¬ 
al Centers for Disease Control 
said. 

In comparison, a total of 
38,082 new cases of AIDS 
were reported among Ameri¬ 
can men in 1990, up from 
31,282 new cases reported 
among men in 1989, repre¬ 
senting a 22 percent rise, the 
CDC said. 

The CDC’s Carl Campbell 
attributed the increase among 
women to more cases of 
AIDS resulting from hetero¬ 
sexual transmission among in¬ 
travenous drugs users. ▼ 


white women, and Hispanics 
had HIV-infection rates rang¬ 
ing from about the same as 
whites to nearly 11 times 
higher. 

HIV infection not only has 
implications for afflicted 
women, but for their off¬ 
spring. About 6,000 babies are 
born annually to HIV-infected 
U.S. women and the virus 
will be transmitted to about 
1,800 — or 30 percent — of 
those infants, researchers 
said.

Assembly Bill Threatens 
Anonymous Testing Sites

SACRAMENTO - A bill 
has been introduced in the 
California Assembly that 
AIDS experts contend will ef¬ 
fectively destroy the Anony¬ 
mous Test Site programs in 
the state. 

The bill, AB 1851, which 
was authored by Assembly- 
member Trice Harvey (R- 
Bakersfield) and uses recom¬ 
mendations from the Ameri¬ 
can Medical Association, 
changes the definition of HIV 
disease, defining it as a com¬ 
municable disease. 

As such, it would be sub¬ 
ject to the same reporting 
mechanisms which are in 
place for sexually transmitted 
diseases like syphilis and gon¬ 
orrhea. 

AB 1851 states that HIV in¬ 


fection is “a dangerous, conta¬ 
gious, infectious or communi¬ 
cable disease that requires 
public health officials to take 
steps, including isolation or 
quarantine, to prevent its 
spread.” 

According to Harvey aide 
Nancy Armentrout, “The pur¬ 
pose of this bill is to control 
the disease and to find the 
people who are spreading it 
knowingly or unknowingly.” 
She said the bill specifically 
targets those people who are 
getting HIV tests and not 
coming back for the results. 

Calling AB 1851 “preven¬ 
tive medicine,” Armentrout 
said that it would give public 
health officers a list of the 
people who have come in to 
get tested and only the names 
of those who test positive 
would be kept. 


“This will enable public 
health officials to get statis¬ 
tics, and of course, they 
would be required to notify 
the person and get the names 
of their sexual partners so 
they could be notified. They 
(public health officials) 
wouldn’t tell the people who 
infected them or possibly in¬ 
fected them, and the people 
contacted would have their 
names destroyed after they 
were notified and received 
counseling. This is going to 
put names on lists. so that 
people can get testing,” she 
said. 

Stan Hadden, senior con¬ 
sultant to President Pro Tern 
of the Senate David Roberti, 
is outraged by the bill. 

“I’ve talked to them about 
the anonymous clients at the

AIDS Prevention Billboards 
Vandalized in Muni Stations

Eight AIDS prevention 
billboards in the city’s under¬ 
ground railway system were 
vandalized last week. 

The billboards, part of the 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion “Rubberman” campaign, 
feature images of bare chest¬ 
ed men and a slogan urging 
gay and bisexual men to 
“Wear A Condom Every 
Time.” 

The photos of the men in 
the Embarcadero, Mont¬ 
gomery, Castro, Powell and 
Civic Center stations were 
painted over with gray paint, 
leaving only the printed mes¬ 
sage visible. The Van Ness 
billboards were not vandal¬ 
ized. 

“I’m outraged. We don’t 
know who did it, yet. It’s an¬ 
other attack against gay peo¬ 
ple in this city and a clear re¬ 
minder that homophobia per¬ 
sists as a serious problem. It’s 
an attempt to interfere with 
the safe-sex prevention mes¬ 
sage,” Ernesto Hinojos, the 
foundation’s co-director of ed¬ 
ucation told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Hinojos said it would cost 
about $1,000 to replace the de¬ 
faced billboards. 

“That’s an absolute waste 
of prevention sources. We 
don’t know where were going 
to get the money to replace 
them yet,” he said. 

SFAF asks that anyone 
with information on the inci¬ 
dents to contact Rene Duraz- 
zo, director of Public Policy, 
at 864-3476, ext. 2036. 

Supervisor Harry Britt’s 
office is also investigating the 
incident. 

“We took a camera and 
went and took pictures,” said 
Jean Harris, an aide to Britt. 
“We’ve closely evaluated the 
paint on the billboards, and 
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the paint that was used to 
paint out graffiti at some of 
the above-ground stations. It 
appears to be the same gray. 
None of the billboards were 
painted out in haste. They 
seem to be carefully blocked 
out, not your typical homo- 
phobic gesture. It looked like 
a systematic roller painting of 


the pictures in the billboards. 
It’s suspicious.” 

Harris said that Sherrie 
Chiesa, president of the Pub¬ 
lic Utilities Commission, has 
also started an investigation. 

According to Harris, Muni 
said it would replace the bill¬ 
boards with the same public 
service announcements. ▼

The widely reported “anti¬ 
gay vandalism” against Mayor 
Art Agnos’ Twin Peaks home 
was in fact the work of les- 
bian/gay activists angry with 
the mayor’s apparent opposi¬ 
tion to a Board of Supervi¬ 
sors’ resolution proclaiming 
San Francisco a “sexual mi¬ 
nority sanctuary.” 

After reports of the inci¬ 
dent had appeared in the dai¬ 
ly press and TV and radio 
news broadcasts, an anony¬ 
mous caller telephoned the 
Bay Area Reporter, claiming 
responsibility for what he de¬ 
scribed as the work of a 
group of “about three dozen” 
activists, some of whom are 
members of Queer 
Nation/SF, calling themselves 
the “Charmin Squad” because 
they had festooned shrubbery 
on the mayor’s front lawn 
with pink toilet paper, among 
other acts of protest aimed at 
Agnos. 

The home of the mayor, 
who is vacationing with his 
family in Arizona, was found 
early March 28 with its front- 
lawn shrubbery strewn with 
pink toilet paper, an 8-by-12 
foot explicit mural depicting 
graphic lesbian and gay sexu¬ 
al scenes erected in front, and 
several “road signs,” one read¬ 
ing “Now Leaving Queer Safe 
Space,” pounded into and 
near the lawn in front of the 
three-story Spanish-style 
home the mayor put up for 
sale a number of months ago. 

But despite the noisy half- 
hour protest activists staged 
in front of Agnos’ home 
March 27 sometime between 
10 p.m. and midnight, despite 
the “lesbian-positive and gay¬ 
positive” nature of the sign¬ 
boards and despite the Queer 
Nation-style rhetoric of the 
road signs themselves, the 
city’s two dailies reported the 
incident as an “anti-gay dis¬ 


play” against Agnos that was 
“an apparent dig at his pro¬ 
gay stance.” 

The mayor and his family 
missed the protest because 
they had left town the day be¬ 
fore. But, according to the 
protesters, so apparently did 
the city’s daily newspapers. 

On March 29, after a page- 
two story in the paper head¬ 
lined “Agnos home defaced 
by anti-gay vandals,” Examin¬ 
er columnist Rob Morse con¬ 
tinued the misperception by 
grousing, “The creeps who 
played in Mayor Agnos’ 
driveway Thursday morning 
showed that San Francisco 
still carries a virulent strain of 
hatred against gays.” 

The anonymous caller, 


who agreed to the call being 
tape recorded, was incredu¬ 
lous over the new reports. 

“I do not believe that any¬ 
one would ever think for a 
second that a homophobe 
would use detailed lesbian¬ 
positive erotic art to slam ho¬ 
mosexuals in any way — or 
the mayor. It seems to us 
quite mystifying how they 
came to that conclusion. ... 
We meant that queer safe 
space ended at the mayor’s 
property line, and we meant 
in fact that we are demanding 
safe space for queers now.” 

Sources in the Police De¬ 
partment confirmed that the 
protest had apparently been 
so well conducted that they

USF Welcomes Pro-Lifer, 
Rejects Condom Distribution

In what one pro-choice ac¬ 
tivist termed a “last-ditch ef¬ 
fort to revitalize their Bay 
Area chapter,” Operation Res¬ 
cue moved its annual Los 
Angeles Holy Week actions to 
the Sacramento-San Francis¬ 
co region this year. 

The fundamentalist Chris¬ 
tian organization is noted for 
its adoption of civil disobe¬ 
dience to justify blockad¬ 
ing abortion clinics and ha¬ 
rassing clients and workers 
alike. 

As a centerpiece for the 
week, Operation Rescue 
founder Randall Terry was 
scheduled to speak March 28 
at the University of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

Terry’s brand of misogyny 
and homophobia has enabled 
his opponents, such as the 
Bay Area Coalition for Our 
Reproductive Rights, to at¬ 
tract a large lesbian and gay 
presence. 

“Radical feminism, of 
course, has vowed to destroy 


the traditional family unit, 
hates motherhood, hates chil¬ 
dren for the most part, pro¬ 
motes Jesbian activity,” Terry 
once stated. 

So when BACORR spon¬ 
sored a counterdemonstration 
that night on the USF cam¬ 
pus, a majority of the 100 peo¬ 
ple who showed up were rec¬ 
ognizable from Queer Nation 
actions. 

On the other side were 
about 30 Operation Rescue 
supporters, few of whom 
were USF students. 

Although a USF group, 
Students United for Life, was 
ostensibly sponsoring the 
gathering, the campus was 
closed last week for spring 
break. 

Tensions rose between the 
pro- and anti-OR groups as 
Terry’s supporters attempted 
to limit admission to their 
own supporters and USF stu¬ 
dents. When one African 
American was ejected, a spon¬ 
taneous blockade of the meet¬ 
ing hall’s front doors ensued. 

Terry did enter through a 


back door, but he never got to 
speak. Faced with the shov¬ 
ing, chanting crowd outside, 
USF security police decided 
to close the event down. 

Operation Rescue in its 
publicity for the week’s activ¬ 
ities had billed the Terry 
speech as a “Rescue Rally.” 

“We will rally and prepare 
to obey the command to love 
one another Saturday morn¬ 
ing by praying and rescuing 
children scheduled for death,” 
OR had announced. Report¬ 
edly, the rally was not com¬ 
pletely canceled as some of 
its attendees gathered at a 
nearby chapel to plan abor¬ 
tion clinic blockades Friday 
and Saturday. 

Most such clinics in the 
Bay Area were protected by 
clinic defenders from BA¬ 
CORR and NOW for those 
two days. 

Nevertheless, about 25 Op¬ 
eration Rescue supporters did 
invade the unprepared Wom¬ 
en’s Clinic on Valencia and 
Mission streets.

Berkeley Considers 
Partners' Ordinance

The city of Berkeley made 
history Dec. 5, 1984, by enact¬ 
ing the world’s first domestic 
partners ordinance, enabling 
city workers to register their 
unmarried relationships to re¬ 
ceive comparable benefits as 
married couples in health 
care and bereavement leave. 

The Berkeley City Council 
is now working on adding an¬ 
other domestic partners ordi¬ 
nance that, like several other 
cities, would allow the city’s 
general population to register 
their relationships as well, al¬ 
though no specific benefits 
will likely be involved. 

In late February, Council- 
woman Ann Chandler intro¬ 
duced a request, which it 
unanimously approved, ask¬ 
ing that City Manager 
Michael Brown study San 
Francisco’s ordinance to de¬ 
termine how the city of 
Berkeley could set up the me¬ 
chanics of a similar partner 
registration there. 

Although there is ongoing 
discussion over some techni¬ 
cal issues concerning how to 
define what constitutes a do¬ 
mestic partner relationship, 


David Cogan, an aide to 
Chandler, said the mechanics 
of the legislation will proba¬ 
bly be “very similar” to San 
Francisco’s. 

That law simply entails 
couples filing a registration 
application with the County 
Clerk’s Office and paying a 
$35 fee to receive a domestic 
partner form recording their 
relationship. 

Vicky Kolakowski, pres¬ 
ident of the East Bay Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club, 
said the organization would 
be holding a community fo¬ 
rum in May on the issue of 
domestic partners in anticipa¬ 
tion of giving the Berkeley 
City Council community in¬ 
put. 

“I think it’s important for 
people in the community who 
aren’t activists to have input 
on the issue at this early 
stage,” she said. 

The City Manager’s Office 
is scheduled to report back to 
the council in June with his 
findings on the costs of oper¬ 
ating such a registration pro¬ 
gram in the city and details 
on how it would be 
operated. ▼ 


Queer Nation Group 
Re-Zaps Martinelli's

Queer Nation activists re¬ 
turned to Martinelli’s Restau¬ 
rant in North Beach over the 
Easter weekend. 

The restaurant was the 
scene of a protest in February 
because a Martinelli waiter 
had violently ejected two les¬ 
bians, hitting them and 
screaming, “We don’t serve 
lesbians here.” 

In that protest 40 Queer 
Nation activists demonstrated 
outside while another 40 en¬ 
tered in small groups to take 
up the tables they had re¬ 
served. 


As the few real patrons 
fled, the Queer Nation contin¬ 
gent began loudly complain¬ 
ing about flies in food, 
yelling, blowing whistles and 
generally acting up. 

According to Mark Chekal, 
after the incident, restauran- 
teur Bruno Martinelli twice 
promised to meet with the 
group and twice cancelled 
out. There was no third ap¬ 
pointment. 

“He had said he was going 
to put on a function for us, 
which we were going to use 
as a benefit for CUAV and 
the Women’s Building,” said a

Lambda Legal Defense 
and Education Fund, a na¬ 
tional gay and lesbian rights 
group based in Los Angeles 
and New York, is under fire 
for selling tickets to Miss 
Saigon, a Broadway musical, 
to raise funds for the group. 

Lambda has refused to 
cancel the event despite 
charges from a variety of 
Asian/Pacific Island lesbian 
and gay groups around the 
country that the musical is 
racist, degrading to women 
and portrays the minority 
groups as sex objects. 

A reception planned by 
Lambda members scheduled 
for April 4 in San Francisco 
has been cancelled because 
two local Asian/Pacific les¬ 
bian and gay groups threat¬ 
ened to demonstrate. 

The musical Miss Saigon, 
a derivation of Madame But¬ 
terfly, an opera by Puccini, 
has been restaged to take 
place during the Vietnam 
War. 

In the musical, Kim, a vir¬ 
gin turned prostitute falls in 
love with an American GI. Af¬ 
ter the war the soldier, who is 
now married to an American 
wife, returns to claim the son 
he and Kim conceived. 

Kim gives up the child and 
finally kills herself in grief. 

The Broadway musical has 
been mired in controversy 
since last year. In 1990 


British actor Jonathan Pryce 
was cast in the role of a 
Eurasian pimp. 

Pryce’s casting in the role 
drew serious criticism from 
Asian/Pacifica Sisters, Gay 
Asian/Pacific Alliance and 
other groups. 

“As many in the Asian/Pa¬ 
cific community have pointed 
out, among them several ac¬ 
tors, the issue is not freedom 
of casting but the racial dy¬ 
namics in American theater 
that determines who can ex¬ 
ercise this freedom, and sys¬ 
tematically keeps certain 
groups of actors from the 
freedom to being cast,” 
Asian/Pacifica Sisters spokes¬ 
woman Nancy Otto said. 

According to Lorrie Jean, a 
Lambda board member, 
though the group does not 
condone or agree with racist 
or sexist images of women 
and Asian and Pacific Is¬ 
landers, it would cost the or¬ 
ganization too much money 


to cancel the benefit. 

Jean also said that Lambda 
was ignorant of the controver¬ 
sy until it was “far too late to 
cancel without disastrous con¬ 
sequences.” 

Ming-Yeung Lu, an ac¬ 
tivist with Gay Asian/Pacific 
Alliance, was extremely criti¬ 
cal of the way Lambda has 
handled the flap.. 

In response to Jean’s 
charge that the group has 
“declined to meet with Lamb¬ 
da to see if a cooperative solu¬ 
tion could be reached in spite 
of numerous requests by local 
Lambda board members, Lu 
said that Lambda was asking 
the group to “be good Asians” 
and called Lambda’s attempt 
to deflect the criticism and 
public relations nightmare 
“an insult.” 

“Lambda’s response 
smacks of blaming the victim. 
We question the sincerity of 
that,” he said. 

Lu also questioned Lamb¬ 
da’s motives. 

“How can a lesbian and 
gay group sponsor and profit 
from a sexist and racist play? 
The full responsibility for 
that has not been taken up by 
Lambda,” Lu told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Lu’s points are very well 
taken, said Lambda Legal Di¬ 
rector Paula Ettlebrick. 

“There is strong disagree¬ 
ment on the staff about going 
forward. Many of us deeply,

The B.A.R.: Finding Its Niche

In 1971, when publishers 
Bob Ross and Paul Bentley 
launched the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter as a biweekly, the 
press run for the inaugural 
April issue was less than 2,000 
newspapers. 

“We had a couple of pa¬ 
pers in town, the Kalendar 
and the Gayzette, but Paul 
and I wanted something 
classier. For the first issues, 
the editors were actually the 
typists. Paul did all the pho¬ 
tography. I did a lot of the 
writing, and we both deliv¬ 
ered it,” Ross recalled. 

Shortly after the paper 
started, Bentley left to be¬ 
come the owner of the N’ 
Touch, a popular gay bar on 
Polk Street. 

The city, and the country, 
was in the midst of major so¬ 
cial changes, and Ross want¬ 
ed a paper that didn’t cater to 
any particular point of view 
but reported events and pro¬ 
vided news and information 
to gays and lesbians living in 
the Bay Area. 

“We’ve never leaned to the 
left or right. We’ve tried to re¬ 
main in the center and use 
the paper as a forum for all 
sides of the community. I 
think we’ve got a good sense 
of the pulse of the communi¬ 
ty,” Ross said. 

From its beginning days as 
a biweekly paper that cov¬ 


ered a fledgling community 
to its current role as the 
largest and oldest weekly gay 
newspaper in the United 
States, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter continually strives for 
excellence in its news report-

ing and arts and entertain¬ 
ment coverage. 

Ross has always wanted it 
that way. 

“We keep our readers in¬ 
formed about the far-reaching 
changes that affect gay men 
and women. As the communi¬ 
ty changes, we change. We’ve 
always tried to represent the 
best of our community and 
provide a cross section of 
views in our columns.” 

According to Ross, the pa¬ 
per isn’t beholden to any spe¬ 
cial interests, so it is able to 
maintain an independent edi¬ 
torial and news voice — and 


that’s what keeps the paper 
fresh. 

“We can’t live in ivory tow¬ 
ers. We have to provide what 
readers want. If you lose 
touch with your readers, you 
lose the the paper,” he said. 

Ross stated that he is par¬ 
ticularly proud of the way the 
paper has responded to the 
decade-old AIDS epidemic. 

“I was 37 when we started 
the Bay Area Reporter. We 
were all enjoying life. We 
thought we were living in the 
halcyon days and that life was 
to be enjoyed. We had no 
idea that 10 years later we’d 
be dealing with something 
called AIDS. 

“More than anything AIDS 
has changed the role of the 
paper in the community. 
We’ve covered AIDS treat¬ 
ment and care issues and re¬ 
ported on the epidemic from 
the beginning. Our concern 
for people with AIDS is enor¬ 
mous, and I am very proud of 
the paper’s reporting on the 
crisis,” Ross said. 

Throughout the paper’s 
two-decade history, the Bay 
Area Reporter’s hard-hitting 
news reporting, incisive edito¬ 
rials and commentary, and 
its outstanding coverage of 
the arts and entertainment 
scene have earned it an hon¬ 
ored niche, not only in the 
history of the gay movement, 
but in the history of journal¬ 
ism. ▼

Lack of Leather Communication 

The following letter was sent to Mr. Chuck 
Rertslow, Exec. Producer, International Mr. 
Leather, Inc., 5025 N. Clark St., Chicago, IL 
60640. 

★ Enclosed please find the envelope which carried 
my application for IML ’91 reservations. Please 
remove my name from your mailing list. I request this 
in protest of what I consider to be an inappropriate 
lack of response from your organization to a problem 
caused by the current holder of the IML title. 

I am a member of The Utica Tri’s Motorcycle Club 
(Utica, NY). A few months ago, our group sent you a 
copy of our letter to Mark Ryan, Inti. Mr. Leather ’90, 
requesting that he refund monies sent to him last fall. 
As the current IML titleholder, Mr. Ryan accepted our 
offer to be the head judge of our local contest which 
was held in October 1990. We agreed to provide him 
with a hotel room, meals, unlimited free bar tab and 
round trip air fare. We forwarded him the money for 
the air fare and arranged for the other expenses. We 
vigorously advertised that Mr. Ryan would be our 
head judge for more than three months 

Mr. Ryan confirmed his attendance about a month 
before the event and again a week before the event. 
Two days prior to his scheduled arrival, Mr. Ryan call¬ 
ed to inform us that he would not be able to attend 
(he apparently had an argument with his lover and 
wanted to stay home that weekend). Mr. Ryan did not 
even offer to help us find a last-minute substitute — 
we had to do that ourselves. 

As we are in a small city (population only 75,000 or 
so) our club is also a small one ranging from eight to 
12 full members and 20 to 25 associate members) — 
we cannot afford to just give away hundreds of dollars 
and get nothing in return. As Mr. Ryan canceled out 
at the last minute and did not serve as our head judge, 
nor did he aid in seeking a substitute — we feel 
justified in requesting he return the money we sent 
him for air fare. The first request was sent in October 
1990. Receiving no reply, we sent another request 
about a month later by Certified Mail. Another month 
went by with no refund, so we sent a third request with 
a copy to your attention in Chicago. Our club had 10 
men attending the Mid-Atlantic Mr. Leather Contest 
in Washington, D.C., in January and at that time we 
reminded Mr. Ryan in person that we had not yet re¬ 
ceived even a formal reply to our requests for a refund. 
We were assured that we would receive a refund with¬ 
in 30 days. That was nearly two months ago. As of yet, 
we have not received a refund. We have not even re¬ 
ceived an acknowledgment from your organization 
that you are aware of this situation. 

From your lack of response, I can only guess that 
you don’t mind having your current titleholder ap¬ 
parently abuse the International Mr. Leather title. 

Over the past five years, our club has sent anywhere 
from two to eight representatives to your IML contest 
in Chicago. This year, no full member of our club will 
be attending IML.

Mayoral Runoff Now Likely 


W ith Assessor Rich¬ 
ard Hongisto now 
definitely in the 
race for mayor, it 
seems very unlikely that 
Mayor Art Agnos can avoid a 
runoff for mayor this fall. 

Polls differ, of course, but 
most say that Hongisto’s entry 
will definitely erode Agnos’ 
progressive support and a 
strong race from former police 
chief Frank Jordan, presum¬ 
ably with the support of Quen¬ 
tin Kopp, will most likely force 
Agnos into a December runoff 
with either Jordan or Hongisto. 

There is also, incidentally, a 
feeling in some quarters that 
Hongisto could take enough of 
the progressive/liberal vote 
(with Jordan garnering the 
conservative/moderate vote) to 
actually squeeze the mayor out 
altogether. 

This, of course, would be 
unlikely, but it could happen, 
thereby bringing about a run¬ 
off between Hongisto and Jor¬ 
dan. 

Supervisor Tom Hsieh, 
another more conservative 
candidate, is not expected to be 
much of a factor in this year’s 
mayoral battle, and some in 
fact expect Hsieh to withdraw 
later in the campaign and en¬ 
dorse either Hongisto or Jor¬ 
dan. 

Why is Agnos, a liberal who 
won with 70 percent of the vote 
only three years ago, actually 
considered vulnerable? Many 
of those who helped him de¬ 
feat Jack Molinari the last time 
around are very disappointed 
with Agnos, and there is a real 
feeling that he could actually 
become the first one-term 
mayor in decades. 

The liberals, who have 
always been the core of Agnos’ 
political support, are claiming 
that the mayor did not live up 
to his campaign promises. 
Conservatives are angry about 
taxes arid claim that Agnos is 
responsible for too much waste 
in government; a lot of gays 
and lesbians are upset with 
him for a number of reasons. 
Many say that he is “vindic¬ 
tive” and uses gays on his staff 
to retaliate against those who 
have not always been “with” 
him. Neighborhood activists 
are angry about the mayor’s 
support for big development 
projects in the city. Many 
others claim that Agnos is 
always trying to be all things to 
all people, but what politician 
doesn’t do that? 

One prominent gay activist 
who was until recently a strong 
Agnos ally (but now backs 
Hongisto) complained to me 
this week that “Art is too 


phony, and everyone has 
caught onto his act — this 
gladhanding everyone by the 
silly constant kissing and 
all, wears thin, particularly 
when you know that either he 
or someone on his staff has the 
knife out for you.” Well, maybe, 
but I have never been par¬ 
ticularly close to Agnos and 
certainly didn’t support him 
for mayor, but the guy treats 
me like a gentleman and vin¬ 
dictive or not, I think he’s a 
pretty decent guy. 

The one thing you cannot 
successfully be in San Francis¬ 
co, however, is a politician who 
is “all things to all people.” 

Who do I think will win in 
November? I haven’t the 
faintest, but I do think Agnos 
will be in a December runoff 
against either Jordan or 
Hongisto and this one will be 
a lot nastier than we think. 

With Jack Davis running the 
Jordan campaign, Richie Ross 
running the Agnos re-election 
effort and Michael Terris and 
Eric Jaye advising Hongisto — 
well, yes, this will likely get 
real nasty. Particularly Davis 
and Ross going at each other. 
This is not for the faint of 
heart!

Incidentally, I wonder if 
Supervisor Tom Nolan or 
some of the other gay/lesbian 
activists from San Mateo 
County could ask Rep. Tom 
Lantos (who always seeks gay 
support when he’s on the 
ballot) why, as I’ve been told, 
he declined to sign the letter 
that most of the other North¬ 
ern California congressmem- 
bers signed to President Bush 
asking that the military not dis¬ 
criminate against openly gay 
and lesbian soldiers? 

A nd is next year’s sena¬ 
torial campaign get¬ 
ting personal already? 
When Tom Burns, co¬ 
chair of Sacramento’s predom¬ 
inantly gay CAPPAC (a bi¬ 
partisan political action com¬ 
mittee), asked Rep. Barbara 
Boxer to be among those of 
both political parties sponsor¬ 
ing their annual dinner being 
held in the Capitol on June 8, 
he was abruptly told that the 
congresswoman “would not 
lend her name to the event” be¬ 
cause Rep. Tom Campbell, a 
Republican, who is also a can¬ 
didate for retiring Alan Cran¬ 
ston’s seat, was the guest 
speaker. 

Seems that one of Boxer’s 
aides went so far as accusing 
Campbell “of never supporting 
AIDS legislation,” etc., which 


most certainly is not true. 

And never mind that CAP¬ 
PAC had two prominent Dem¬ 
ocrats — Rep. Gerry Studds 
and former Rep. Bella Abzug 
— as their major speakers at 
their two previous dinners. 
Maybe it’s because of incidents 
like these, along with a couple 
of other reasons, that I think 
Boxer is going to have some 
real problems in next year’s 
Democratic primary. 

Incidentally, now that As¬ 
semblyman John Burton has 
taken himself out of a possible 
race for Boxer’s House seat, 
Louise Renne is almost certain 
to enter, but are you surprised? 

Dick Pabich has been hired 
to help attorney Bob Burke’s 
campaign in the 46th Assem¬ 
bly District (Los Angeles) 
special election. Burke could 
well become California’s first 
openly gay assembly person. 

Hey, this guy Frank Jordan 
must really be serious. He call¬ 
ed for Los Angeles Police 
Chief Daryl Gates’ resigna¬ 
tion and condemned San Fran¬ 
cisco’s war sanctuary resolu¬ 
tion in the same week, and 
doesn’t that take real political 
courage (sic)? Jordan says that 
“the Board of Supervisors and 
the mayor have embarrassed 
the city with their antics” and 
vowed that should he become 
mayor, he would veto any such 
“symbolic” resolutions that 
reached his desk. 

And has anyone come to the 
realization that should Rich¬ 
ard Hongisto be elected mayor, 
he gets to appoint his successor 
in the Assessor’s office? 

In Hawaii, there is an or¬ 
chestrated effort by religious 
fundamentalists and ultra¬ 
conservatives to get Gov. 
Waihee to veto a gay rights bill 
recently passed by that state’s 
Legislature. The legislation 
would ban employers from 
considering a person’s sexual 
preference when hiring. The 
governor will decide the bill’s 
fate this week. 

And in Sacramento, the 
State Supreme Court will 
decide the legality next month 
of Proposition 140 — the voter- 
approved initiative that limits 
assembly members to three 
two-year terms, senators to two 
four-year terms, eliminates 
legislators’ retirement system 
and forces them to cut the 
1991-’92 budget by $70 billion. 

On a personal note, it was 
April 7,1931, when that star ap¬ 
peared over Dallas, Texas, so 
let me wish a very happy bir¬

Sacramento Police Release 
Suspects in Gay Man's Murder

SACRAMENTO - In a 
surprise move, the Sacramen¬ 
to District Attorney’s Office 
on March 28 dropped charges 
against three suspects accused 
in the March 7 stabbing death 
of 24-year-old Vincent Blades. 

With no notice to leaders 
in the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, the announcement 
was made solely in an exclu¬ 
sive interview with the 
Sacramento Bee. 

According to a spokesper¬ 
son, the rush was caused by 
“the concern that they be re¬ 
leased on Friday instead of 
being held over the week¬ 
end.” 

According to Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Richard 
Gilmour, all charges against 
Fred Roybal, 32, William 
Gelling Jr., 20, and Kasi Joe 
Fellows, 18, were dismissed 
on March 29 in Sacramento 
Municipal Court. 

Roybal had been accused 
of murder, having been impli¬ 
cated by Gelling and Fellows. 

The two later changed 
their stories and were arrest¬ 
ed as accessories to Blades’ 
murder. They were all held 
on $1 million bail despite 
pleas of innocence. 

The testimony of a 14-year- 
old girl, a runaway from 
Ohio, accomplished what 
their lawyers could not. 

According to Gilmour, the 
teen-ager had been caught 
hitchhiking and was on her

local AIDS clinic who pay 
cash for their tests for fear 
that HIV insurance claims 
would cause them to lose in¬ 
surance or employment. I 
talked about ACT UP people 
lying in the street and getting 
carted off to jail because ade¬ 
quate treatment was not avail¬ 
able or affordable. I don’t see 
how lists and other possible 
retribution is going to encour¬ 
age people to get tested. 
There are approximately 
8,000 people a month who 
seek voluntary testing at 
anonymous test sites, which 
this bill would destroy,” Had¬ 
den said. 

Hadden was also dis¬ 
tressed that proponents were 
claiming that the bill is neces¬ 
sary so that physicians could 
notify spouses and others in 
order to save their lives. 

“I ran down the testing/dis¬ 
closure law which has basical¬ 
ly allowed physician disclo¬ 
sure to spouses since 1987 and 
disclosure to sex and needle 
partners since 1988,” Hadden 
said, “but they just had no re¬ 
sponse.” 

“I’ve encouraged them to 
talk to front-line providers 
and people involved in AIDS 
education, testing, counseling 
and patient care,” Hadden 
said, “but I might as well 
have been talking to someone 
from the moon — there was 
just no understanding of the 
issues involved.” 

According to Hadden, the 
bill’s potential impact is clear: 
“The only thing this type of 
legislation will do is keep 
people away from the testing 
sites and further endanger 
those people by keeping them 
from early intervention and 
maintenance care.” ▼ 


way back East. She was tem¬ 
porarily placed with a Grass 
Valley family to whom she 
told the story of Blades’ 
killing. They convinced her to 
come forward and on March 
20, in addition to her story, 
she produced a bloodstained 
jacket that had been de¬ 
scribed by eyewitnesses as 
the jacket worn by one of the 
assailants. 

Genetic fingerprintingtests 
further revealed that the type 
A blood was Blades’. 

The girl implicated two 
men, one named “Ron” and 
the other “James.” She said 
that she met James at a truck 
stop in Ohio and that he had 
the knife. 

According to Gilmour, she 
never learned their last 
names. The girl, who admit¬ 
ted to kicking Blades as he 
lay on the ground, is being 
held at Juvenile Hall on 
charges of assault and battery. 

The girl also led police to 
an abandoned apartment a 
short way from the murder 
scene where she said the trio 
hid out after the murder. 

Gelling and Fellows made 
jubilant statements to the 
press, threatened to sue the 
Sacramento Police Depart¬ 
ment for false arrest, and 
made plans to go back to 
Montana. 

Their euphoria was short¬ 
lived as police impounded 
their packed car on April 1. 
The two had stopped at the 
police station to collect their 


property on the way out of 
town when officers seized the 
car to check it for fingerprints 

— possibly those of the 14 
year-old. 

When they were arrested 
originally, Gelling, Fellows 
and Roybal were picked up at 
the Greyhound Bus station so 
police did not have access to 
their car. 

When asked about the re¬ 
lease, Anna Bravo, deputy 
district attorney in charge of 
the Hate Crimes Unit, said, 
“In general, the police have to 
be concerned with probable 
cause. When they make a 
case they have to deal with 
that concept. But in the dis¬ 
trict attorney’s office when 
we prosecute, we have to deal 
with the concept of reason¬ 
able doubt — that is our stan¬ 
dard. We have to be able to 
prove a case at 85 percent or 
90 percent of reasonable 
doubt, and we just weren’t go¬ 
ing to be able to do that in 
this instance.” 

Regarding the release of 
the suspects Gilmour said, 
“Police and prosecutors are a 
suspicious lot by nature but 
we have no way of proving 
that this group and the 14- 
year-old know each other. No 
one at the scene could I.D. 
Roybal and no one could pos¬ 
itively identify the other two 

— we simply couldn’t guaran¬ 
tee a successful pros¬ 
ecution.” ▼ 


State Briefs 

Hate Crimes Bill Begins To Move 

SACRAMENTO — Senate Bill 98, authored by Sen. Bill Lock- 
yer (D-Hayward), passed out of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
on April 2. The civil rights bill would enhance the penalties for 
hate crimes. In certain misdemeanor cases, a hate crime charge 
will upgrade the misdemeanor to a felony — but there is a sen¬ 
tencing ceiling for hate crimes. Consequently, in cases such as 
rape or murder a hate crime is never charged because the 
penalty for the felony is greater than that for a hate crime. The 
bill will now go to the Senate Appropriations Committee for 
its approval and will then go to the Senate floor. If SB 98 pass¬ 
es out of the Senate it will go to the Assembly Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee, the Assembly Ways and Means Committee and on to 
the Assembly floor for final passage before going to the gov¬ 
ernor for his signature. — Marghe Covino 

Anti-Hate Violence Bill Introduced 

In response to the rising incidence of hate crimes throughout 
the state, Sen. Milton Marks (D-San Francisco, Marin) introduced 
the California Schools Hate Violence Reduction Act (SB 1078), 
a comprehensive education bill that calls upon the State Board 
of Education to adopt curriculum and administrative guidelines 
designed to reduce and respond to hate violence in public 
schools. SB 1078 calls for the establishment of a California 
Schools Human Rights Commission, which will adopt statewide 
curriculum guidelines for the integration of human relations 
studies into existing K-12 subject frameworks. The commission 
will also adopt guidelines for teacher and administrator creden- 
tialing and in-service training programs to promote non- 
discriminatory attitudes and practices; guidelines for campus 
hate violence reporting systems; and guidelines for ad¬ 
ministrative response to hate violence on campus. 

Lutherans Back Gay Rights Bill 

The Sacramento office of the Lutheran Office of Public Policy 
has endorsed AB 101, which would prohibit discrimination in 
housing and employment on the basis of sexual orientation. This 
action represents the first major church body to endorse the bill. 

In a statement the agency said, “If God discriminated on the basis 
of human ‘sinfulness,’ all of us would be unemployed and 
homeless. In our judgment, AB 101 is consistent with American 
ideals of opportunity for all, biblical principles of justice, and 
the dignity God intends for all people.”

Controversial New Movie 
Puts NEA Chief on Hot Seat

Last year’s brouhaha re¬ 
garding National Endowment 
for the Arts funding of gay- 
themed artists is ready to ex¬ 
plode all over again as Chris¬ 
tians target the award-win¬ 
ning film Poison, and the 
White House lets it be known 
that no further embarrass¬ 
ment over NEA grants will 
be tolerated. 

The Rev. Donald Wildmon 
of the Tupelo, Miss.-based 
American Family Association 
went public with criticism of 
Poison in late March, charg¬ 
ing that the NEA-funded film 
includes explicit footage of 
anal sex. 

Poison director Todd 
Haynes, who is gay, acknowl¬ 
edges that the movie depicts 
forced sex in prison. 

“The film does deal with 
various kinds of social de¬ 
viance,” he said. “The film is 
not meant for every general 
audience.” 

Wildmon’s new campaign 
is bad news for NEA Chair¬ 
man John Frohnmayer who, 
according to the Los Angeles 
Times, has been told by the 
White House that any re¬ 
newed controversy about 
NEA funding is unacceptable. 

“He’s not our favorite 
agency head,” a senior White 
House official told the Times. 

“If he (doesn’t) keep his nose 
clean ... there may be a re¬ 
quirement for the White

House to make another as¬ 
sessment.” 

Top NEA officials also 
told the Times that Wild¬ 
mon’s attack on Poison may 
jeopardize Frohnmayer’s job. 

“The $25,000 NEA grant to 
fund post-production (of Poi¬ 
son) has blown up,” an NEA 
official said. “What is Frohn¬ 
mayer going to do, pull back 
the grant? He is going to take 
a lot of heat.” 

NEA funders were aware 
of Poison's content when 
they granted it federal mon¬ 
ey. The synopsis Haynes pro¬ 
vided the agency said the film 
would show prison life “as 


both cruelly harsh and erot¬ 
ic,” utilizing the “documen¬ 
tary-like ... expressionistic 
style of B-grade horror films” 
to depict “unusual and per¬ 
verse” behavior. 

In one sequence, “a prison¬ 
er falls in love with a fellow 
inmate and is drowned in ob¬ 
session, Poison won the Jury 
Prize at this year’s Sundance 
Film Festival in Utah. It is 
the first movie to be sucked 
into the NEA/gay-art vortex, 
which has previously gorged 
on photography, literature, 
performance art and the visu¬ 
al arts. ▼

CASEYVILLE, Ill. - Civil 
rights organizations said a 
Tennessee-based chain build¬ 
ing a new restaurant east of 
St. Louis has a discriminatory 
policy of refusing to hire ho¬ 
mosexuals. 

The Cracker Barrel chain, 
which operates 98 restaurants, 
faced public criticism after 
the company revealed it had a 
written policy prohibiting 
people who openly express 
their homosexual orientation 
from working at its establish¬ 
ments in Tennessee, Ohio, 
North Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida and Illinois. 

The company is building 
one of its newest restaurants 
in Caseyville in St. Clair 


County between East St. 
Louis and Collinsville. 

The Caseyville shop will 
join two other Cracker Barrel 
restaurants already doing 
business in Mount Vernon 
and Marion in Southern Illi¬ 
nois. 

Illinois opponents are com¬ 
paring the Cracker Barrel’s 
anti-gay and lesbian policy to 
the recent beating of a black 
motorist by Los Angeles po¬ 
lice. They said the two inci¬ 
dents are similar because dis¬ 
crimination was involved in 
both. 

“What’s sad and what it 
points out is that we know 
the brutality of discrimination 
occurs but it’s hard to docu¬ 
ment,” said Rob Schofield, 
legislative director of the 


American Civil Liberties 
Union in Illinois. “Now we 
have some people that have 
come forward and hopefully 
it will awaken some people 
just as that beating did.” 

No one from Cracker Bar¬ 
rel’s home office in Lebanon, 
Tenn., was available for com¬ 
ment April 2. Attempts to 
reach Chairman Daniel Evans 
or other company officials 
were unsuccessful. 

Schofield said he had 
heard Cracker Barrel rescind¬ 
ed the hiring policy after re¬ 
ceiving negative public feed¬ 
back when the company fired 
several people, apparently be¬ 
cause they were gay. 

However, he said that re¬ 
port had not yet been con¬ 
firmed. ▼

Study: Prolonging PWA Lives 
Will Increase AIDS Deaths 


United Press International 

WASHINGTON - Using 
drugs to prolong the lives of 
people infected with HIV 
could increase AIDS deaths 
overall by extending the time 
they can spread the deadly 
virus, a controversial study 
said. 

The British researchers 
who conducted the study 
stressed their intention was 
not to suggest treatment 
should be withheld but to un¬ 
derscore the need to counsel 
those getting therapy to prac¬ 
tice “safe sex” to help stem 
the spread of the virus. 

“It is unethical to refuse 
treatment to individuals, giv¬ 
en that AIDS is lethal,” wrote 
Roy Anderson and his col¬ 
leagues at the University of 
London in the prestigious sci¬ 
entific journal RE. 

“By emphasizing the possi¬ 
ble effects of (treating AIDS 
patients), we hope to have 
drawn further attention to the 
need to improve counseling 
aimed at reducing high-risk 
behaviors,” the researchers 
wrote. 

But the report raised con¬ 
cern that the analysis could 
contribute to discrimination 
against AIDS patients and un¬ 
dermine support for funding 
for treatment. 

“If there is any implication 
that people (AIDS patients) 
are irresponsible, then the 
chance for further discrimina¬ 
tion becomes very real,” said

Dr. Marta Gwinn, an epi¬ 
demiologist with the CDC in 
Atlanta, said she was not sur¬ 
prised by the findings that 
about 80,000 U.S. women 
ages 15 to 44 may be infected 
with HIV. 

“The estimate we have 
from this survey is very con¬ 
sistent with previous esti¬ 
mates based on statistical 
models using AIDS case re¬ 
ports,” said Gwinn, chief au¬ 
thor of the study published in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

As of Feb. 28, women ac¬ 
counted for 17,675 — or about 
11 percent — of the 167,803 
AIDS cases reported to the 
CDC. 

The CDC estimates that 
about 1 million Americans of 
both sexes are infected with 
HIV. 

Ruth Finkelstein, director 
of research for the AIDS Ac¬ 
tion Council in Washington, 
said the latest results under¬ 
scored the need to improve 
health care for women, partic¬ 
ularly those who use intra¬ 
venous drugs, have drug-us¬ 
ing sex partners or who have 
other risk factors for HIV in¬ 
fection. 

“Clearly, not enough atten¬ 
tion is being paid to women 
with HIV disease. We still 
don’t even know the basic, 
natural history of the disease 
in women, which we know is 
different than in men,” 
Finkelstein said. “We see a lot 
of new words, but not a lot of 
new programs or a lot of new 
dollars.” ▼ 


Dr. Mervyn Silverman, pres¬ 
ident of the American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research in 
New York. 

“My experience and the 
experience of most of my col¬ 
leagues is people are very re¬ 
sponsible,” Silverman said. “I 
think to assume that just by 
virtue of keeping people alive 
you will propagate the virus 
and therefore it would be bet¬ 
ter not to keep people alive 
would be very cynical.” 

Dr. Sten Vermund of the 
National Institute of Allergy 
and Infectious Diseases said 
the study was based on the 
assumption that AIDS drugs 
do not reduce infectiousness. 

“The bottom line is the en¬ 
tire model is based on a spu¬ 
rious assumption. And that is 
an assumption that treatment 
has no impact on infectious¬ 
ness. I think that’s improba¬ 
ble,” he said. 

“Where I object is the fair¬ 
ly extreme statement — I’m 
reading between the lines 
here — of saying treatment of 
the individual is exacerbating 
the problem for the communi¬ 
ty,” said Vermund, an AIDS 
epidemiologist. “There are 
plenty of people who would 
like to cut AIDS treatment 
dollars and here’s a justifica¬ 
tion to do that with quasi-sci- 
entific data.” 

Dr. June Osborn, chairman 
of the National Commission 
on AIDS, said she was con¬ 
cerned the study would be in¬ 
terpreted with a “hateful 


twist,” but she was confident 
t he researchers intended only 
to underscore the importance 
of counseling. 

Anderson and his col¬ 
leagues conducted a mathe¬ 
matical analysis in which they 
calculated the number of 
AIDS cases that could occur 
if patients lives were pro¬ 
longed with AZT, the only 
drug approved to treat AIDS 
in the United States. 

“Our analyses suggest that 
antiviral therapy, although 
helping the individual (by de¬ 
laying the onset of AIDS) can 
under certain circumstances 
harm the community (increas¬ 
ing the overall death rate 
from AIDS as a result of the 
additional infections produced 
by the lengthened incubation 
period),” they wrote. 

“The result is a perverse 
increase in the death rate 
from AIDS,” they said. 

An analysis that highlights 
“the possible disadvantages” 
of treatment serves two pur¬ 
poses, they said, drawing at¬ 
tention to the importance of 
counseling and highlighting 
the need for research into 
whether drugs affect infec¬ 
tiousness. 

In an essay accompanying 
the report, Robin Weiss of 
the Institute of Cancer Re¬ 
search in London noted rela¬ 
tively little is known about 
the infectiousness of AIDS 
patients, making the study 
“speculative.” ▼

Ohio Violence Law Includes Gays 

An Ohio appellate court ruled this week that the state’s domes¬ 
tic violence law must be interpreted to cover lesbian and gay do¬ 
mestic partners. In so ruling, the court concluded that the Leg¬ 
islature intended “that the domestic violence statute provide pro¬ 
tection to persons who are co-habiting regardless of their sex.” 
Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund joined the Ohio 
Human Rights Bar Association in submitting the brief urging 
the Court of Appeals to overturn the trial court’s dismissal of 
the case. The case arose in August 1990 when Ellensara Evans 
filed criminal charges against and sought protection from her 
domestic partner, Carol Hadinger, for domestic violence. Do¬ 
mestic violence laws traditionally provide special procedures 
to protect those who are abused by someone with whom they 
live. Violation of the Ohio domestic violence law is a misde¬ 
meanor. The trial court judge dismissed the charges against 
Hadinger stating that the law, which applies to those “who live 
as spouses” or “otherwise co-habit,” did not apply to two women. 
Since they could not marry, according to the judge, they could 
not live as spouses and thus the abused partner falls outside of 
the law’s protection. In overturning this decision, the appellate 
court “declined) to adopt such a restrictive position.” 


NY Hospital OKs Partners Benefits 

The American Civil Liberties Union and Montefiore Medical 
Center of New York City have announced that the medical center 
is extending spousal benefits to the domestic partners of its les¬ 
bian and gay staff members. With 9,000 employees, Montefiore 
is the largest private business in the United States to recognize 
domestic partnerships of lesbian and gay employees. The medi¬ 
cal center decision covers those employees and their partners 
“who are unable, by law, to marry because of laws prohibiting 
marriage of persons of the same sex.” Often domestic partner 
policies include the non-married partners of heterosexuals. In 
its new policy, Montefiore sets several criteria for determining 
qualifications for domestic partnership. In addition to being 
legally unable to marry, the standards require that the employee 
and his or her domestic partner live together, share the common 
necessities of life and be responsible for their common welfare, 
including financial interdependence. In addition, employees and 
their partners must file a sworn affidavit in which they declare 
that they are each other’s sole domestic partner.

Rights’ center on 6th Street, 
and the B.A.R. urged its 
readers to meet Feinstein and 
question her on her views 
about gay rights and other 
topics. 

In an informative piece on 

5.1. R., George Mendenhall, 
editor of Vector Magazine, 
the group’s monthly member¬ 
ship magazine, spoke of the 
role of the organization in the 
gay community. 

Founded in 1964, S.I.R. 
had grown to a membership 
of 1,100. In addition to pro¬ 
viding social functions such as 
stage productions, dances, 
bowling and other activities, 

5.1. R. also acted as a liaison 
between public officials and 
homosexual leaders in San 
Francisco, Mendenhall told 
B.A.R. readers. 

The group also offered em¬ 
ployment and housing refer¬ 
rals and other services. 

The second issue of the 
paper also noted that the Tav¬ 
ern Guild, an association of 
gay bar owners, had pur¬ 
chased a film about venereal 
disease and donated it to the 


Health Department for use in 
educational presentations. 
Gay men were constantly 
urged to be tested and treated 
for VD. 

In the same issue, a rumor 
about an alleged robbery and 
castration in a gay bathhouse, 
which spread through the 
Tenderloin like wildfire on 
Easter weekend, was noted 
and promptly debunked. 

In the third issue on May 
1, editors Michael Cunning¬ 
ham and Terry Alan Smith 
noted that at the end of April 
over 100,000 people participat¬ 
ed in a massive peace march 
and rally against the Vietnam 
War held in San Francisco. 
The paper joined the 
marchers. 

On the national scene, 
Charles Manson and three 
women followers had been 
convicted of the Tate-La Bian¬ 
ca murders just four months 
earlier; the Supreme Court 
had approved busing to 
achieve school integration; 
and a major earthquake had 
struck Southern California 
killing 64 people and injuring 
over 1,000. 

In May, the paper reported 
that the Commission on So¬ 
cial Justice of the San Francis¬ 
co Archdiocese had recom¬ 


mended that the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors add sexual orienta¬ 
tion to the city’s non-discrim¬ 
ination employment ordi¬ 
nance. 

A feature on the history 
and aims of the Council on 
Religion and the Homosexual 
appeared in the May 1 issue. 
The article noted that the 
public first learned of the 
group following the Jan. 1, 
1965 showdown with police at 
the Mardi Gras Ball at Cali¬ 
fornia Hall. 

In that incident, San Fran¬ 
cisco police raided the ball, 
shut it down, and filmed pa¬ 
trons. There were many ar¬ 
rests. The next day, a coali¬ 
tion of ministers including 
Rev. Canon Robert Warren 
Cromey of Grace Cathedral, 
Rev. Cecil Williams of Glide 
Memorial Methodist Church, 
Rev. Charles Stewart and oth¬ 
er religious leaders held a 
press conference to denounce 
police tactics. Attorney Herb 
Donaldson, later Municipal 
Court Judge Donaldson, rep¬ 
resented several of those ar¬ 
rested. A million-dollar claim 
was later filed against the city 
in the incident. 

Dianne Feinstein shocked 
many readers when she re¬ 
vealed at the S.I.R. question- 
and-answer session attended 
by over 300 gay people that 
she did not favor legalizing 
marriages for gay couples, 
was opposed to relaxing laws 
against prostitution, and be¬ 
rated proprietors of adult the¬ 
atres and bookstores. 

A march in support of AB 
437, a measure by Assembly- 
man Willie Brown that would 
legalize consensual same sex 
acts between adults, was 
scheduled for June 19, accord¬ 
ing to one news item. 

Two days after the New 
York Times began printing 
the Pentagon Papers on June 
13, the B.A.R. reported a gay 
protest at the Federal Build¬ 
ing at 450 Golden Gate Av¬ 
enue. 

The protest lambasted the 
federal government’s policy 
of excluding open homosexu¬ 
als from employment. 

Gay activists passed out 
leaflets identifying themselves 
as openly gay people applying 
for jobs with the government 
as they stood inside the doors 
to the IRS and the Civil Ser¬ 


vice and federal job centers. 

Outside the Federal Build¬ 
ing, supporters picketed and 
held signs. Every major local 
television and radio station re¬ 
ported on the event — and the 
two arrests. 

In the same issue, the Tav¬ 
ern Guild announced that it 
would defend the Sonoma 
Seven, a group of men arrest¬ 
ed for trespassing and assort¬ 
ed morals charges on private 
property during a Tavern 
Guild picnic held in Sonoma, 
California. The organization 
urged gay men not to engage 
in public sex or solicitation. 

Mother, a lesbian newspa¬ 
per, began publishing. The 
paper was available in wom¬ 
en’s bars, the June 15 B.A.R. 
noted. 

Gay Pride Week festivities 
for 1971 included a rally and 
a march to Sacramento in 
support of AB 437, more pick¬ 
eting at the Federal Building 
and a bus trip to the LA Gay 
Parade. 

Land’s End, a popular out¬ 
door trysting spot near the 


Great Highway, was the sub¬ 
ject of several busts for public 
sex, and the B.A.R. urged 
readers to abandon the prac¬ 
tice. 

KSAN-FM, the pioneer un¬ 
derground radio station, can¬ 
celed a gay newscast by Leo 
Laurence because of alleged 
biased reporting. Gay activists 
launched a campaign to save 
the program, and it was later 
reinstated in a different for¬ 
mat. 

In August, the B.A.R. re¬ 
ported that Mayor Joseph 
Alioto had vetoed a Board of 
Supervisors resolution en¬ 
dorsing consensual sex 
among same sex adults. The 
paper urged readers to write 
Alioto in protest and warned 
the mayor that he had lost the 
gay vote. 

The Oct. 1, 1971 issue of the 
paper carried a front-page pho¬ 
tograph of Supervisor Bob 
Mendlesohn, who was running 
for re-election to the Board of 
Supervisors and courting the 
gay vote. As the November

elections neared and Richard 
Hongisto was running for 
sheriff and Dianne Feinstein 
was running against Joseph 
Alioto for mayor, auctions, ral¬ 
lies and meet-the-candidates 
nights were held in gay bars, 
restaurants and other meeting 
places around town. 

In October, the paper also 
noted that a Washington, D.C. 
District Court judge had ruled 
that the Defense Department 
could not ask questions 
about the sex lives of employ¬ 
ees or withhold security clear¬ 
ances because an employee re¬ 
fused to answer such ques¬ 
tions. The ruling concerned 
three cases, one of them 
involving gay scientist Richard 
Gayer, a San Francisco resi¬ 
dent. 

Writer Don Jackson began 
reporting on the treatment of 
gay inmates in state mental 
hospitals and prison medical 
facilities. In the Oct. 15 issue 
of the Reporter, Jackson told 
of Denver Roberts, whom 
Atascadero State Hospital 
physicians had tried to cure of 
homosexuality by attaching 
electrodes to his penis while 
showing him erotic pictures — 
and when he had an erection, 
shocking him. 

One gay inmate named 
Charlie Barnes had two years 


added to his sentence for lying 
to an attendant. 

Jackson also reported that 
physicians gave inmates suc- 
cinycholine, a paralytic. While 
immobilized, the patient was 
told that he had been given 
the drug because his sexual 
behavior was “unacceptable.” 

In a later Jackson interview, 
he talked with Paul Mariah, a 
well-known poet/ex-convict 
who was labeled a “dangerous 
sex criminal” because he had 
oral sex with another man. 
Mariah was kept in a 6’x9’ iso¬ 
lation cell for three years and 
lived in constant fear of elec¬ 
troshock treatment. 

Jackson also did some of 
the first reporting in the gay 
press on California’s castration 
law. Sex offenders, including 
gay men, were sometimes or¬ 
dered castrated by California 
judges. State Senator George 
Moscone wrote a bill that for¬ 
bade the practice. 

In November, Feinstein lost 
her mayoral bid to Alioto, 
Mendlesohn was re-elected to 
the Board, and Richard 
Hongisto became sheriff of 
San Francisco. 

Although the movement for 
gay liberation was actually 
decades old, 1971 was a pivotal 
year for San Francisco les¬ 
bians and gays. The winds of 
change were blowing strong, 
and the Bay Area Reporter, in 
just eight months, had become 
a strong voice in the move¬ 
ment for gay pride and power.

protest on TV or read about 
it. 

Only a few days earlier, 
Mayor Joseph Alioto was 
quoted in a front-page San 
Francisco Chronicle story as 
favoring consensual sex legis¬ 
lation, and the San Francisco 
Mental Health Association 
had issued a statement saying 
that homosexuals are not 
mentally ill. Board President 
Dianne Feinstein had earlier 


The following article by

Every Bay Area TV sta¬ 
tion was there; Newsweek 
magazine had its cameras 
ready while local newspaper 
and national news services 
were discussing the event to 
come. 

They had gathered to cov¬ 
er a non-violent “work-in” or¬ 
ganized by the Society for In¬ 
dividual Rights (S.I.R.) to 
protest the U.S. government’s 
policy of excluding known ho¬ 
mosexuals from federal em¬ 
ployment. The government 
says that homosexuals can 
pay taxes but not serve. The 
issue is not whether homosex¬ 
uals should accept federal po¬ 
sitions but that admitted ho¬ 
mosexuals cannot do so be¬ 
cause of federal regulations. 

D-Day at 10 A.M. 

The front of the Federal 
Building at 450 Golden Gate 
had been roped-off by securi¬ 
ty guards, although the police 
had been told that S.I.R. did 
not intend to invade the 
building. 

The demonstrators did not 
have to invade the building... 
from 9 a.m. on they had been 
gradually entering one-by-one, 
awaiting the 10 a.m. “D-day” 
starting time. At that time a 
large booth was placed in 
front of the Federal Building 
with placards reading “Gays 
Demand Equal Rights” and 
“Homosexuals Denied Feder¬ 
al Employment.” 

Inside the building homo¬ 
sexuals revealed their signs 
(pinned to their coats) which 
read “I Am a Homosexual 
Working for the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment.” Some began 
sweeping the floors with 
brooms brought into the 
building, and others 
“manned” the automatic ele¬ 
vators: “Floor, please. Thank 
you, sir.” 

Still others handed out 
leaflets at the Civil Service 
and Federal “Job” Centers 
and in the Internal Revenue 
offices. The leaflets stated 
“Hello! My name is (name of 
demonstrator). I am here to¬ 
day as an openly identified 


come out strongly for homo¬ 
sexual rights at a meeting at 
the S.I.R. Center attended by 
several hundred. 

All of this was not by acci¬ 
dent. Careful contacts and the 
long- range educating of pub¬ 
lic officials are now bringing 
the homosexual in San Fran¬ 
cisco closer to first-class citi¬ 
zenship. It is still true — Unit¬ 
ed we stand, divided they will 
pick us off one by one. ▼ 


homosexual to work for the 
federal government. My in¬ 
tention is not to offend or em¬ 
barrass you or anyone else 
but rather to make a dramatic 
protest of an unjust govern¬ 
ment policy. There are hun¬ 
dreds of homosexuals work¬ 
ing in this building. They are 
no different than any other 
government employee except 
that they would immediately 
lose their jobs if the nature of 
their private sex lives were 
known to the Civil Service 
Commission.” 

Outside, several gay people 
(and many curious onlookers) 
gathered. Large posters were 
held high as the protesters 
marched in a circle to draw 
attention to the plight of the 
homosexual who is denied 
federal employment. 

In one corner of the plaza, 
a “Homosexual Unemploy¬ 
ment” stand welcomed those 
inside demonstrators who 
gradually left the building af¬ 
ter the one-hour march and 
work-in. They manned the 
brooms out front and swept 
the front of the building clean 
as “homosexuals working for 
the federal government.” 

As the cameras turned and 
newsmen interviewed S.I.R.’s 
president, Bill Plath, an inci¬ 
dent occurred in one of the el¬ 
evators inside. Those watch¬ 
ing TV Channels 2 and 5 saw 
the action later that night. 

Larry Littlejohn, former 
S.I.R. president, and Leo Lau¬ 
rence, S.I.R. gay activist, con¬ 
fronted the federal security 
guards’ supervisor in an ele¬ 
vator. As Larry and Leo at¬ 
tempted to go up in the eleva¬ 
tor with a TV cameraman, 
the supervisor, A. Smith, 
stopped the elevator and be¬ 
gan a conversation. 

Littlejohn said that he 
would leave the building 
when “homosexuals are treat¬ 
ed fairly by the federal gov¬ 
ernment” and then he at¬ 
tempted to leave the elevator 
after the officer blocked the 
exit. A scuffle resulted and 
the elevator took off suddenly 
from the first floor. 

It was discovered later that 
Littlejohn and Laurence had 
both been arrested, finger¬ 
printed and jailed on the 16th 
floor on a general charge of 
being a nuisance in the build¬ 
ing. After a conference be¬ 


tween building officials, the 
two were then taken into an 
elevator which went to the 
basement. Littlejohn later 
stated that he had a “Holly¬ 
wood Movie” flash in his 
mind that the basement trip 
might have meant a beating, 
but instead both men were 
quietly released. 

The demonstration was ar¬ 
ranged by the board of direc¬ 
tors of S.I.R. and planned and 
carried to completion by of¬ 
fice manager George Coffman 
and Littlejohn. Treasurer Bob 
Cramer arranged the posters 
and signs, and the Reverends 
Michael Itkin, Ray Broshears 
and Bob Richards participat- 
ed. 

The participants ranged in 
age from Charlie Davis and 
Gene Himelstern, both 67, to 
Lyle Gerard and Jerry 
Salazar, both in their early 
twenties. Also participating 
was S.I.R. board member 
Dick Gayer, who is now him¬ 
self facing a legal hassle to 
keep his federal security 
clearance. A1 Alvarez, who 
fought and won a decision in¬ 
volving his arrest at a San 
Francisco Examiner gay 
demonstration last year, could 
be seen directing people to el¬ 
evators inside the building as 
the demonstration concluded. 

In the next 24 hours, every 
TV station and major newspa¬ 
per in the Bay Area carried 
films and photo stories of 
how the homosexuals had de¬ 
manded to be treated as 
equals in the eyes of their 
government. Well over one- 
million people saw this

There was a time when 
Polk Street overshadowed 
Castro as the central focus 
of gay life in San Francisco. 
In this uncredited story on 
the Polk Street Gala ap¬ 
peared in the May 15, 1971 
B.A.R. The entertainment 
included the already notori¬ 
ous Cockettes. The police 
were surprisingly coopera¬ 
tive, and a good time was 
apparently had by all. 

Polk Street is probably 
one of the most famous 
streets in the world. It is in 
this area that our communi¬ 
ty’s heaviest concentration of 
businesses is to be found. 
What happens when you turn 
the people loose, and let them 
do their thing? 

For one thing the outpour¬ 
ing of leather, lace, feathers 
and levis is unbelievable. 
Bizarre attire, outrageous 
mannerisms and just plain 
camp hijinks make for a mar¬ 
velous day. Mix this whole 
group with straight people, 
and you will have trouble, so 
one might think. 

Not so, this was proven at 
the Polk Street Gala. People 
when given a chance, tend to 
be tolerant, and when a lot of 
fun is happening will also join 
in. This is what happened at 
the city’s largest GAY-ln to 
date. 

On Saturday and Sunday 
(May 1st & 2nd.) Polk Gulch 
hosted an extraordinary af¬ 
fair. The Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, believe it or not, decreed 
that Polk St. be closed to all 
traffic from Sutter to Jackson. 
(We must thank the Polk St. 
Merchants Assn, for their per¬ 
severance.) 

Although both days were 
typical San Francisco days, 
weather overcast with a 
threat of rain, the crowds 
were large. We walked the 
entire length of the fair on 
both days. On Saturday the 


crowds were hushed and 
seemed to be just “window 
shopping,” however on Sun¬ 
day the noise was loud and 
the populace were thoroughly 
enjoying themselves. Some of 
the highlights were the chil¬ 
dren’s zoo, the animals cour¬ 
tesy of the S.F. Zoo, the poor 
kids couldn’t get near the an¬ 
imals what with all the adults 
fondling the pets. We stopped 
and had our fortunes told, 
this seemed to be a very pop¬ 
ular concession and the for¬ 
tunes very clever and well 
done. On the block between 
Bush and Pine Sts. was a well 
received concourse of antique 
and vintage cars. The Town 
Squire also on this same 
block was presenting excel¬ 
lent chamber music. WE nev¬ 
er thought we would see a 
harpsichord on Polk St. (Any¬ 
thing else, yes. Harpsichord 
wow) The City fathers erect¬ 
ed a bandstand on the corner 
of California St. This was 
well used by several excellent 
groups, including the “RED 
GARTER BAND.” The rock 
group “THE FLOWING 
MANE” however was the 
best and the audience really 
responded to wild, wild, mu¬ 
sic. I don’t believe the audi¬ 
ence was ready for the 
“COCKETTES,” but on they 
came. WE must say that 
theirs is quite a show, and the 
straight as well as gay crowd 
really got right with it. (If you 
have never seen the COCK¬ 
ETTES, suggest you take in 
one of their midnight soirees 
at the Palace Theater on 
Powell and Columbus.) On 
this same block is the Gramo¬ 
phone Shop, and what a show 
they presented. Most of us 
have seen many go-go boys in 
our bars, but the straight peo¬ 
ple haven’t. Of all the activity 
on the street none drew big¬ 
ger crowds than the go-go 
boys. We must also compli¬ 
ment Neil of Jaguar Book¬ 


store. He did a very funny 
camp drag go-go, and was 
well received. 

The entire length of the 
gala was covered with artists 
and craftsmen of all nature. 
Our community was very 
well represented and all 
seemed to be doing well. If 
you missed Tony’s wild can¬ 


dles, you can drop in at THE 
MINT and purchase same. It 
is good to see everyone doing 
their thing, and no one being 
offended. 

Thanks must be extended 
to the Police Dept., who 
while being around, main¬ 
tained discreet distances and 
handled the whole affair 


handsomely. We sincerely 
hope that while this is the 
first of its kind, it is not the 
last and there will be many 
more to come. This was in¬ 
deed good public relation, 
and we need more of this. 
Thanks again to all the Polk 
St. merchants for giving us 
two fun-filled days. ▼

Sunday afternoons have al¬ 
ways been a popular event 
for San Franciscans, gay or 
straight, add to that a popular 
entertainer, mix and serve 
with a lavish production and 
it makes for an enjoyable 
event. Such was so this past 
week as the Charles Pierce 
show rolled into BIMBO’S 
365 Club, for a five- day 
stand. It was greeted with 
much acclaim and hosannas, 
and from the performance I 
saw, Charles should garner 95 
percent of them. As all shows 
have beginnings, Charles out¬ 
shone them all. As the multi¬ 
ple curtains parted and rose 
there was Charley seated in a 
sea of fog, dazzling the eye 
with gown and fan. What fol¬ 
lowed was an array of the 
best of Charles Pierce that 
was continuously funny. THE 
GILDED CAGE was a good 
school for Charles, and he has 
learned his lessons well, and 
transformed to the large stage 
at BIMBO’S he moved easily 
and effectively, taking advan¬ 


tage of space and curtain and 
audience. Everyone was in at¬ 
tendance, Bette Davis, Mae 
West, Eleanor Roosevelt and 
Katie Hepburn. Here was 
something for Charles the ac¬ 
tor (or male actress as he 
prefers), his interpretation as 
Coco Chanel was nothing 
short of brilliant and if I was 
dismayed by hearing old ma¬ 
terial and jokes, which I was, 
Charles erased it all with this 
splendid bit of artistry. While 
others were cheering and 
stomping their feet for more 
Jeanette McDonald, I was do¬ 
ing the same, but for more of 
the Coco style of material, as 
it was fresh and new and of 
the day. I’m not saying that 
the show’s finale “San Fran¬ 
cisco” was not great, it was 
what all were waiting for, but 
Charles proved with the Coco 
number that he was indeed a 
male actress. 

Accompanying Mr. Pierce 
were varietal acts ranging 
from very poor to excellent. 
Outstanding were the antics 
of Rio Dante who was superb 
in all he did. The nun, on 
roller skates was pure joy. So 
nice to see you again Rio. 
The male song stylist was one 
Brian Avery who I’m afraid 
had a bad case of inflated self- 
image. Mr. Avery has a good, 
well-sounding stage voice, but 
no one cares if you are gay or 
straight Mr. AVERY. Also no 
one really cares to hear that 
you are a member of the Mo¬ 
tion Picture Academy of Arts 
and Sciences. That’s why 
they have programs, so that 
your credits may be listed. 
Mr. Roy Gaynor whose im¬ 
personation of Carol Chan- 
ning was excellent in both 
voice and looks, but I’m 
afraid his choice of song was 


a poor one. In the overture 
“Diamonds Are A Girl’s Best 
Friend” was included, but not 
in the act. Also the montage 
was much too long and much 
too old, why not change? In 
almost four years of doing 
Carol Channing why must he 
say the same things he said at 
the Redwood Room eons 
ago? Also I might add word 
for word. The female song 
bird was Eileen Gallagher. 
Miss Gallagher has a beauti¬ 
ful voice and to hear her sing 
is always a pleasure, and she 
is also a strong asset to any 
production. But, Sunday after¬ 
noon was not one of Eileen’s 
best, “Play Gypsies, Dance 
Gypsies” sounded a bit cold. 
The love aria from “Samson” 
fell short in the upper regis¬ 
ter, but I know how well Miss 
Gallagher does this so I’m 
sure it was just an off day. 
The musical accompaniment 
consisted of David Kelsey on 
organ, and Patty on drums, 
plus three brass men. Mr. 
Kelsey played and conducted 
with his usual high style and 
vigor. The lady drummer gets 
my vote for drummer of the 
year award ( Playboy take no¬ 
tice), but with the addition of 
the brass it sounded like the 
Mission Follies. But I guess 
we must all bow to the musi¬ 
cians’ union. 

The show must indeed be 
classified as a success for 
Charles and his able produc¬ 
er, Mr. Les Natali, who fur¬ 
nished the trappings. Eager 
audiences will be awaiting 
their return in August. Qual¬ 
ity and good taste always win 
out in the end.

A NOTE TO "D. VANITY'' 
OF GAYZETTE 

I have never responded to 
your attack on me for 
loathing The Music Lovers 
because it is your privilege to 
adore it ... just as it is mine 
not to ... and your criticism of 
me, for this reason, is un¬ 
called for. Likewise, your crit¬ 
icism of Stanley Eichelbaum, 
for this same reason, is un¬ 
warranted. Criticism on a 
technical level should be a cri¬ 
teria, but neither Stanley nor 
you nor I do so (if I did, For¬ 
tune and Men’s Eyes would 
have been panned unmerciful¬ 
ly for its panning instead of 
cutting, its unbalanced com¬ 
position (except for the abso¬ 
lutely brilliant scene in the 
hall between Rocky and 
Smitty) and its butcher-shop 
editing), therefore the person¬ 
alized criticisms should be 
permitted without attack. The 
reading public is much more 
intelligent than you give them 


credit for being and, if they 
follow Mr. Eichelbaum, it is 
because they feel his view¬ 
point usually coincides with 
their own. However, I wish to 
take you to task for saying — 
in a throw-away statement — 
there was nothing to recom¬ 
mend Deep End (sight un¬ 
seen). The fact that the 
screenplay was by the screen¬ 
writer of Roman Polanski’s 
classic Knife in the Water is 
reason enough, the fact that 
Diana Dors gave a great per¬ 
formance (as witnessed by 
many influential critics) is rea¬ 
son enough and the fact that 
Jerzy Skolimowsky’s Le De¬ 
part (though Mr. Eichelbaum 
doesn’t agree) is a highly ac¬ 
claimed minor masterpiece is 
reason enough. If any critic 
writes a technical criticism 
(which should only be printed 
in film magazines) and he is 
wrong, which can be proven 
through technical means, then 
he should be subject to criti¬ 
cism. If he writes his opinion, 
he should be left alone to ex¬ 
press it. 

And from the Jan. 1, 1972 
issue: 

GAYZETTE'S NEWEST 
FILM CRITIC' 


The ADZ GAYZETTE 
has dredged up still ANOTH¬ 
ER unqualified “film critic,” 
in the person of “Bambi Legs 
Maine” (sic). There are so 
many homosexuals in the Bay 
Area who are really “into 
film,” it is ridiculous to assign 
the much-needed job of com- 
petive film criticism to AN¬ 
OTHER unaware Gay film- 
goer. In reading Miss Maine’s 
review of THE LAST PIC¬ 
TURE SHOW, I had hoped 
for an educated critique, but 
... alas ... she gave herself 
away with the statement, 
“Bogdanovich has only done 
documentaries previously.” 
Mr. Bogdanovich’s first fea¬ 
ture film, TARGETS, was 
not mass-circulated, true. It 
opened a trial two-week en¬ 
gagement in New York alone. 
But it was UNANIMOUSLY 
acclaimed as a “brilliant” first 
film and a film with such ac¬ 
claim would certainly be 
known a film cdtic worthy of 
the position. ...

Below are the 
March 1, 1972 comments of 
Donald McLean, who cov¬ 
ered arts and gossip in his 
“The Midnight Snoop” col¬ 
umn, which in this case also 
included a review of the pop¬ 
ular Michael Greer’s show at 
the *PS. 

"BOYS"—BOY OH BOY! 

I love a good dirty movie 
as much as the next boy. 
However, the Scotch side of 
me has also resented paying 
$5.00 for the privilege of be¬ 
ing frustrated for an hour and 
a half. After seeing Wakefield 
Poole’s “Boys In The Sand,” 
El Cheapo (that’s me, yours 
truly — sorry, Perry) has to 
agree it’s well-worth the mon¬ 
ey. It’s the most erotic Gay 
film I’ve ever seen. 

All four boys are “to die”! 
Tommy Moore (that’s spelled 
m-o-r-e), the black stud in the 
last episode, was discovered 
by Mr. Poole tending bar at 
the SHACK on Fire Island. 

“Boys In The Sand” is cur¬ 
rently playing at the NOB 
HILL THEATRE. Run - do 
not walk — and, to avoid frus¬ 
tration, take a “close” friend 
with you. 

HOT FLASH! 

Latest word reaches me:

MONA, TALLULAH AND 
MICHAEL 

On Feb. 20th, Mr. Michael 
Greer opened a three-day en¬ 
gagement in the Post Side 
Room of the *P.S. Now, 
would you believe I’ve lived 
lo, these many decades, and 
I’ve never seen the Mona 
Lisa?! ’Tis true. Oh, I’ve heard

about it ever since I first 
came to San Francisco and I 
soon learned that people al¬ 
ways assumed you’d seen it 
when they discussed it and it 
was wisest not to reveal one’s 
ignorance lest they think you 
a social recluse. Needless to 
say, when I heard Mr. Greer 
was opening I raced, along 
with every entertainer and 
bar owner in town, to see his 
opening performance. Now I 
too could enter into the con¬ 
versation! 

The lights dim, there is a 
brief overture by his trio (pi¬ 
ano, bass and guitar), and en¬ 
ter ... merciful heaven, it’s a 
drunken angel! Wait, I’m 
wrong, it’s Tallulah Bankhead 
running the switchboard up 
in Heaven. Now, that’s funny. 
Right off the bat, the concept 
is hilarious, and the dialogue 
that follows is even better. 
Tallulah has these two tele¬ 
phones, see, one is red and 
one is white (to guess who!). 
When the white one rings, 
Miss Bankhead answers and 
slurs, "Hallowed be thy 
name!” And on it goes, every 
line a zinger and the audience 
howls. Blackout to thunder¬ 
ous applause, musical inter¬ 
lude, and here he is at last, 
Michael Greer ... as himself. 
He sings a couple of forget¬ 


table numbers in a pleasant 
hushed voice reminiscent of a 
male Julie London. And then 
he chats. Off the cuff stories 
about making “Fortune and 
Men’s Eyes,’’ turning his 
mother on to grass, the L.A. 
earthquake, how he started 
imitating Bette Davis, and 
each story has a dozen punch¬ 
lines, all funny. Then “Ballad 
of the Sad Young Men” from 
an obscure off-Broadway 
show called “The Nervous 
Set,” and it’s fine except it’s 
the same tempo as his first 
two songs. (This was immedi¬ 
ately remedied after opening 
when the amount of numbers 
was cut down; no fool, this 
Mr. Greer.) Then a fast story 
about Jack Armstrong, All 
American closet queen, and 
it’s intermission. Second Half, 
a couple more songs and 
anecdotes, all of a sudden all 
the stage lights go out and 
Mr. Greer does a vocal tribute 
to the late Billie Holiday that 
is stunningly accurate. The 
audience sits mesmerized,

staring into darkness and lis¬ 
tening intently; the number is 
so unexpected, so.totally dif¬ 
ferent from anything else in 
his program that you realize 
Mr. Greer is stretching his 
range and may soon develop 
into a first-rate vocal impres¬ 
sionist. Certainly the Holiday 
tribute is a fine beginning. 

Finally, the time has flown 


by and it’s time for the Mona 
Lisa sketch. There is this pic¬ 
ture frame and two paintings 
on the stage, Whistler’s Moth¬ 
er and Blue Boy. Mr. Greer 
dons an O’Cedar wig and the 
world’s ugliest smock, sits in 
the picture frame, and we’re 
off to the races. For the next 
twenty minutes, Mona dishes 
the real dirt about history’s 
misconceptions, and it has to 
be the singularly most bril¬ 
liant sketch I’ve ever seen. It 
has obviously been honed and 
refined thru the years until 
there is not one unnecessary 
line or bit that doesn’t get a 
laugh. Concept and execution 
are sheer perfection, and now 
I know what everyone’s been 
trying to tell me all these 
years. Don’t mess with Mona; 
she’s a gem just like she is! 

Michael Greer bows off to 
a standing ovation, taking 
with him his Country-Boy- 
Got-Hip charm, his easy affa¬ 
bility, and two priceless char¬ 
acterizations until the next 
show. And for someone with 
Michael Greer’s talent, there 
will always be a next show. 

P.S. ON THE *P.S. 

The latest report from the 
*P.S. is that THE SHOW will 
close on March 11th for a va¬ 
cation until the summer 
months. On March 14th, Lin¬ 
da Sellars will open a two 
week engagement thru March 
25th. Negotiations are under 
way for Michael Greer to re¬ 
turn for two weeks early in 
April. The Post Side Room is 
going to undergo a facelift (a 
tribute to Jae Stevens?), with 
posters of local celebrities 
adorning the walls. There 
will be various special shows 
and guest entertainers appear¬ 
ing for limited runs during 
the next couple of months. I’ll 
keep you posted. 

HIGHLITERS "LIVE" 

THE HIGHLITERS, cur¬ 
rently in the V.I.P. Room at 
the COUNTRY CLUB, are 
the latest to start working 
“live”. Revue sketches are 
original, written by Terry 
Alan Smith and Lori Shan¬ 
non, and the cast is doing solo 
singing spots as well. Most 
controversial is a sketch enti¬ 
tled "Personality of the 
Week”, honoring a certain 
well-known local personality. 
The first to be so honored (?) 
is my fellow cohort, Perry. 
Who will be next? I suspect 
no one is safe.

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A Change of Mind

I have received some pret¬ 
ty sharp mail in re¬ 
sponse to my recent 
“Dead Men Don’t Sue” 
column, where I dished sever¬ 
al prominent men whose obit¬ 
uaries listed them as having 
died “after a long illness.” 

Some questioned whether 
all of my subjects were in fact 
HIVers. Others conceded this 
without debate, but ques¬ 
tioned my refusal to respect 
their posthumous privacy. 

In my youth I would either 
have crowed at having made 
such a splash, or defensively 
dismissed the dissidents as 
sore losers — probably both. 
However, age and HIV (and 
how often these two come 
confounded!) seem to have 
robbed me of that ease of con¬ 
viction. I reconsidered my ba¬ 
sic premise — that the dead 
have no need for closets — in 
light of the contrary argu¬ 
ments. 

But the contrary argu¬ 
ments failed, after all, to sway 
me, and the “Change of 
Mind” cited in the title above 
refers to someone else’s repen¬ 
tance — of which more below. 

I still believe that the dead 
have no need of the dubious 
protection offered by the clos¬

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et/ whereas living HIVers 
have a right to any facts that 
will aid us in our struggle 
against deadly bigotry and 
the ignorance that fosters it. 

The so-called “respect” for 
the dead, which denies that 
famous HIVers were gay and 
died of AIDS, is in fact deep 
shame for their true selves. It 
is ironic, certainly, that such 
giants should get honesty 
only from despised outcasts 
like me (speaking in Republi¬ 
can terms); but the realm of 
HIV is rich with such quixotic 
twists. 

A Telling Omission 

Lee Atwater’s death, re¬ 
ported last week in the me¬ 
dia, was heavy with this sort 
of closety irony. His impor¬ 
tance could not be denied: he 
was head of the Republican 
National Committee, until he 
collapsed while making a 
speech a little more than a 
year ago, and was widely 
credited with revitalizing the 
post-Reagan Republican Par¬ 
ty and engineering George 
Bush’s election as president. 

Atwater was famed for his 
no-holds-barred style of dirty 
fighting, and it was he who 
promoted the frankly racist 
strategy of playing up the 
Willie Horton affair — accus¬ 
ing Democratic presidential 
candidate Michael Dukakis of 
letting convicted black rapists 
run amok. 

The obituaries uniformly 
glossed over the tell-tale cause 
of Atwater’s death, instead 
simply reporting that he died 
of a “brain tumor.” This is a 
telling omission. When he fell 
sick from it last March, this 
tumor was frankly described 
as a lymphoma, a highly speci¬ 
fic sub-category of brain 
tumor. 

Fatal cancer in men under 
age 50 is relatively rare, by it¬ 
self enough to turn the head 
of any seasoned obituary 
watcher like myself. But a 
lymphoma in the brain is 
pretty much conclusive evi¬ 
dence of AIDS; they are all 
too common in HIVers and 
virtually unheard of in any¬ 
one with a fully-functioning 
immune system. 

The ailments of the rich 
and famous are standard fare 
in the media that such a per¬ 
tinent and easily documented 
fact should be universally ig¬ 
nored shows the delicate 
hand of American censorship, 
and betrays the indelible 
stamp of the closet. Nothing 
so crass — and detectable — as 
lies are used, merely omission 
of the truth. 

The facts as printed are 
suspicious enough. Atwater 


started out as national direc¬ 
tor of the College Republi¬ 
cans, and anyone familiar 
with that preppy, frat-boy 
closet-case milieu would have 
no difficulty believing that 
such an officer is queer. 

The hero-worship he later 
inspired in these boys is also 
consistent with such specula¬ 
tion. 

Of course he was married; 
the master of appearances 
could hardly fail to utilize 
such mandatory and effective 
cover. But his interest in and 
ability at blues guitar playing 
reveals an artistic sensibility 
usually considered out of 
place in a Southern, conserva¬ 
tive, Anglo heterosexual. 

In another interesting 
omission, the Associated 
Press, which mentioned that 
Atwater performed with B.B. 
King on the famous “Red, 
Hot and Blue” album, failed 
to mention that this album 
was an AIDS fundraiser. 

Buried in the Closet 

In a startling confession, 
published in Life this Jan¬ 
uary, Atwater bemoaned his 
failure to live up to Bush’s 
call for a kinder and gentler 
America, and in particular re¬ 
canted his Willie Horton cam¬ 
paign. The tone of the article, 
so clearly a death-bed recon¬ 
sideration, convinced me 
more than anything that At¬ 
water was dying of AIDS. 
But I have trouble believing 
that he was successful in what 
his friends called a “searching 
for spiritual peace.” 

In what was hailed by the 
New York Times as a 
“change of mind,” Atwater 
apologized for having claimed 
he “would make Willie Hor¬ 
ton his (Dukakis’) running 
mate.” 

“It makes me sound racist, 
which I’m not,” Atwater com¬ 
plained. 

He didn’t repent running 
the dirtiest presidential cam¬ 
paign in modern history; he 
didn’t apologize for stooping 
to racism; what he regretted 
was the tainting of his image. 
For Atwater was the high 
guru of believing in nothing 
but success, doing whatever 
you could get away with, 
grabbing whatever you can 
and lying like crazy to cover 
it. 

This is why he was such a 
consummate politician, and 
also why he was so popular 
with the College Republicans: 
he embodied the spirit of 
Reagan Republicanism. 

This spirit he did not re¬ 
cant. Unlike Rock Hudson, he 
refused to come out as an

HIV Dental Patient 
Settles Out of Court

WEST PALM BEACH, 
Fla. — A 23-year-old woman 
who contracted AIDS from 
her dentist reached an out-of- 
court settlement with his in¬ 
surance company. Terms of 
the settlement were not re¬ 
vealed. 

Kimberly Bergalis was the 
victim in the federal Centers 
for Disease Control’s first re¬ 
ported case of a doctor pass¬ 
ing the disease to a patient. 

Since her case came to 
light on July 26, 1990, at least 
two other people who con¬ 
tracted the AIDS virus from 
the same dentist have come 
forward. 

“The terms and conditions 
as well as the amount of the 
settlement are being kept con¬ 
fidential in light of other 
pending cases,” Robert Mont¬ 
gomery, the lawyer represent¬ 
ing Bergalis and the other 
known victims, said Thurs¬ 
day. 

“Kimberly intends to con¬ 
tinue her crusade to educate 
and inform the public of the 
dire necessity to legislate 
mandatory HIV-AIDS testing 
of health-care workers and 
patients.” Bergalis has ap¬ 
peared nationally on the 
“Oprah Winfrey Show” and 
done several news interviews 
to push for mandatory testing 
in the health-care field. 

Montgomery said Bergalis 
will “now turn her attention 
and all of her available 
resources to continue her 
fight in the legislative branch¬ 
es of the federal and state 


goveinmeiu. wncu uie ujc 
in Atlanta issued its report 
last summer authorities re¬ 
fused to identify those in¬ 
volved. 

But three days before his 
death on Sept. 3, 1990, Dr. 
David J. Acer, a Stuart den¬ 
tist, said in a statement to his 
patients that he took adequate 
precautions while at work. He 
said he did not think he trans¬ 
mitted the disease. 

Later that week, Bergalis, 
of Fort Pierce, identified her¬ 
self as the patient involved 
and sued Acer’s estate and 
Cigna Dental Health of Flori¬ 
da, Inc., the insurance compa¬ 
ny that paid him to treat its 
clients. 

The revelation has prompt¬ 
ed about 400 other people to 
be tested for the virus. Of 
those, at least two more of 
Acer’s patients have tested 
positive. 

On Feb. 14, Richard Lee 
Driskill, his wife, Deanne, 
and his daughter Renee, all of 
Indiantown, filed a $1 million 
suit against Cigna claiming he 
was the second person report¬ 
ed to have contracted AIDS 
from Acer. 

The third victim was iden¬ 
tified Feb. 21 as Barbara 
Webb, of Palm City, the Mar¬ 
tin County 1986-1987 Teacher 
of the Year. Webb, who spent 
41 years in education, had re¬ 
tired from full-time teaching 
and did substitute teaching 
until recently. She has also fil¬ 
ed suit against the insurance 
company. 

Neither Driskill nor Webb 
have developed AIDS to 
date.T 


Prison Health Care for AIDS 
Inadequate, Commission Says

WASHINGTON - Prisons 
are failing to provide ade¬ 
quate health care for inmates 
infected with the AIDS virus, 
who are often stigmatized 
and fail to receive compas¬ 
sion, the National Commis¬ 
sion on AIDS concluded 
March 28. 

In a report to President 
Bush and Congress the com¬ 
mission urged federal, state 
and local prisons to improve 
health care and AIDS educa¬ 
tion for inmates infected with 
the AIDS virus and prison 
workers. 

“Interventions among pris¬ 
oners will save lives and will 
have a significant impact 
upon the course of the epi¬ 
demic in communities to 
which prisoners will return,” 
said the 43-page report, “HIV 
Disease in Correctional Facil¬ 
ities.” 

Inmates have one of the 
highest rates of HIV infection. 
Studies have shown 2.1 per¬ 
cent to 5.9 percent of those 
entering prison are infected 
with the AIDS virus, with 
some states reporting rates 
much higher rates, such as 17 
percent in New York. 

“By concentrating people 
at highest behavioral risk of 
HIV, our prisons and jails 
could be serving as an excep¬ 
tional place to achieve public 
health objectives, and espe¬ 
cially in the containment of 
HIV and substance abuse,” 
said Dr. June Osborn, com¬ 


mission chairman. 

“Unfortunately, instead of 
using the opportunity to im¬ 
prove the health of prisoners 
and the public through ready 
treatment and education, we 
have been squandering a ma¬ 
jor public health opportunity,” 
said Osborn, dean of the Uni¬ 
versity of Michigan School of 
Public Health. 

The congressionally creat¬ 
ed commission concluded: — 
A lack of education of in¬ 
mates and staff “creates fear 
and discrimination toward in¬ 
dividuals with HIV and un¬ 
just policies” directed toward 
inmates who are sick. 

— Prisoners with HIV are 
“rapidly acquiring” tuberculo¬ 
sis and were often automati¬ 
cally segregated from the rest 
of the prison even though 
there is no public health need 
to do so. 

— Despite high rates of 
HIV infection and “an ideal 
opportunity for prevention 
and education efforts, former 
prisoners are re-entering their 
communities with little or no 
added knowledge about HIV 
disease and how to prevent 
it.” 

Based on the findings, the 
commission recommended: 

- The U.S. Public Health 
Service issue guidelines for 
correctional facilities on the 
prevention and treatment of 
AIDS. 

— The Department of 
Health and Human Services 
clarify policies about prison¬ 
ers getting involved in studies 


of potential new AIDS treat¬ 
ments. 

— Making drug addiction 
treatment available to prison¬ 
ers on demand. 

— New studies on incarcer¬ 
ated women and children. 

— Creating a system to at¬ 
tract doctors and nurses to 
work in prisons. 

— Correctional officials as¬ 
sess and address conditions of 
confinement, adequacy of 
health care, education pro¬ 
grams, availability of HIV 
testing and counseling for 
women, youths and children 
born in custody. 

— Prison officials ensure in¬ 
mates and staff have access to 
AIDS education and preven¬ 
tion programs. 

— Establish AIDS educa¬ 
tion programs for judges, law 
clerks and court officers. 

“Health and medical care 
of prisoners has always been 
low priority, and nothing 
highlights this more than the 
large amounts of HIV infec¬ 
tion and resulting illness in 
our prisons,” said Dr. David 
Rogers, commission vice 
chairman. 

“I think all of us on the 
commission were moved by 
the level of human misery 
this has created within our 
prison systems. Most of those 
incarcerated will rapidly re¬ 
turn to society. It is an ideal 
time to arm them with the 
knowledge and protection 
necessary to protect them¬ 
selves and others,” he said. ▼

said. 

He wants “a more mixed 
bar.” 

“We should have mixed 
bars in the Castro. It should 
be a social bar, not a cruise 
bar. So many windows and 
balconies, it’s a place for men 
and women to socialize to¬ 
gether. Men and women get 
together all the time. Some 
of my best friends are ladies.” 

Wang plans a short closure 
for minor remodeling. He 
said he would interview cur¬ 
rent workers and get to know 
them before staffing the new 
Cafe San Marcos, indicating 
he’d like to keep some work¬ 
ers on and bring in some new 
ones as well. 

“I have my style,” says 
Wang. “I want people who 
have the same style.” 

The same seems true for 
Wang’s vision of his clientele. 
He’d like to keep some of the 
current regulars and gain 
some new ones. 

“Whoever likes the place 
should come,” says Wang. 

Two blocks from Cafe San 
Marcos is a closed Francine’s 
with a sign announcing a re¬ 
organization of the bar. 

When Donald McMartin 
bought Francine’s he was not 
trying to close a lesbian bar. 
He was trying to fulfill a 
dream. 

McMartin has “always 
wanted to be a bartender.” 

“No one would give me a 
job, so I had to buy one,” he 
said. 

Francine’s happened to be 
on the market at the right 
time, the right price, in the 
right neighborhood. 

“It’s a place I’ve hung out 
in,” says McMartin, “and it’s 


had financial trouble. That’s 
why it was on the market.” 

The bar will reopen some¬ 
time this spring as The Edge 
with McMartin behind the 
bar. 

“This is a seven-day-a-week 
project for me. It’s more than 
an investment,” he said. 

McMartin wants everyone 
to feel welcome at The Edge. 

“The Castro seems to be 
integrating between men and 
women more and more.” 

He sees bars attracting les¬ 
bians and gay men under the 
same roof and says his bar 
will reopen “not to the exclu¬ 
sion of anyone.” 

“It is not going to continue 
to be an exclusively women’s 
bar,” says McMartin, adding, 
“I wouldn’t even know how 
to approach making it a suc¬ 
cessful women’s bar. I want 
everybody to feel welcome.” 

Rikki Streicher, owner of 
Amelia’s on Valencia Street, 
knows how difficult it is to 
make a successful women’s 
bar. A year after closing her 
other bar, Maud’s in Cole Val¬ 
ley, Streicher has put 
Amelia’s on the market. 

“I’m not desperate,” she 
says, “I’m not pushing it, but 
the place is on the market.” 

Amelia’s has a loyal group 
of patrons, according to Stre¬ 
icher, but she admits the bar 
“isn’t really supported by the 
community.” 

She cites the rent-a-bar 
trend as one form of competi¬ 
tion that hurts her business, 
admitting, “It might be time 
to move on.” 

Like McMartin, Streicher 
acknowledges the increased 
tolerance for women in the 
Castro. 

“When I came to the city 
in 1945,” says Streicher, 
“there were five lesbian bars. 
There wasn’t any space for 


women in the Castro.” 

Streicher suggests that 
AIDS has played a role in 
opening up that space. 

“Straight people and les¬ 
bians have been able to in¬ 
vade the Castro. They’re still 
second-class citizens in the 
neighborhood, but they’ll do 
anything to sit there overlook¬ 
ing the corner of Market and 
Castro,” Streicher says. 

The loss of women-only 
space is easy to trace. 
Maud’s, Peg’s Place, As You 
Like It Books, A Woman’s 
Place, and the Artemis Cafe 
have all closed in recent 
years. The reason for this 
trend is not so easy to identi¬ 
fy- 

Old Wives’ Tales Book¬ 
store recently cut floor space 
in half due to financial diffi¬ 
culties. Their letter to cus¬ 
tomers begins: “As feminists, 
we all understand which peo¬ 
ple are hit hardest by eco¬ 
nomic recession: women, peo¬ 
ple of color, children, old peo¬ 
ple.” 

The opening of the Castro 
to lesbians means new choic¬ 
es for women. The willing¬ 
ness of mainstream culture to 
embrace some feminist 
books means new sources of 
competition for women-ori- 
ented bookstores. There’s a 
relationship between the in¬ 
crease in “mixed” space and 
the loss of women’s space. 
There also seems to be a cor¬ 
relation to the loss of women- 
owned establishments for 
women. 

In response to the Cafe 
San Marcos assistant manag¬ 
er’s claim that new owner Ed 
Wang wants to shift the bar 
toward a mixed and “more 
upscale clientele,” Streicher 
says, “I can’t wait to see all 
those upscale lesbians.” 

One reason why women’s 


bars are failing may be due to 
the fact that women earn 
less, therefore they spend 
less; women drink less, there¬ 
fore they spend less; women 
don’t tend to meet women in 
bars the way men do, there¬ 
fore they spend less. But no 
one was willing to openly dis¬ 
cuss lesbian earning-capacity 
in relation to profits and own¬ 
ership. 

The Old Wives’ Tales col¬ 
lective urges patrons to con¬ 
sider who profits from their 
patronage by reminding 
newsletter readers that “oth¬ 
er stores may carry some of 
today’s most popular titles, 
but they’ll never offer a full 


range of books by and about 
women. If you buy all the 
quick and easy new stuff else¬ 
where, we suffer financially, 
making it harder to stock the 
books you expect to find 
here.” 

Donald McMartin’s open- 
armed policy may be the 
most telling of all. When The 
Edge appears on the corner 
that used to be Francine’s, 
McMartin will not be moni¬ 
toring anyone’s sex, gender or 
sexual identity. He’s interest¬ 
ed in wallets and pocketbooks. 

“Anyone who wants to 
come in and spend money, I’d 
be more than happy to see 
them,” he says. ▼ 
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ddl

the drug. 

As people live longer with 
HIV and AIDS, and begin 
taking AZT earlier in the dis¬ 
ease cycle, alternatives to 
AZT have become desperate¬ 
ly needed by people whose 
time is running out on that 
drug. 

ACT UP, Project Inform 
and other groups have mount¬ 
ed an extremely active cam¬ 
paign during the past year to 
accelerate approval of ddl and 
the related ddC. 

Target dates of Dec. 1 and 
then March 1 had been set for 
their approval. 

Jim Driscoll of ACT UP 
asked, “If ddl and ddC are ef¬ 
fective drugs, how many 
more lives would have been 
saved by approving it on Dec. 
1 or March 1?” 

The biggest surprise in 
Bristol-Myer’s announcement 
was that the company was 
seeking approval for almost 
the widest possible use — in 
anyone with symptomatic 
HFV infection. 

Previously, the rumor had 
been that Bristol-Myers was 
going to request approval for 
prescribing ddl only to PWAs 
who were failing on AZT and 
to children with AIDS. 

Two weeks ago Martin De¬ 
laney of Project Inform told 
the Bay Area Reporter, “We 
were pushing for the broadest 
indications for ddl, but they 
said that would delay ap¬ 
proval.” 

Bristol-Myers will not yet 
comment on what data 
caused the company to 
change its mind. 


More than 23,000 people 
worldwide are now taking the 
drug, either in official trials or 
through the company’s com¬ 
passionate use program, mak¬ 
ing for a very large body of 
experience to draw upon. 

Delaney and other ob¬ 
servers have felt that Bristol- 
Myers’ testing program had in 
fact become unwieldy and un¬ 
necessarily slow. 

Meanwhile, the company 
reportedly was spending sev¬ 
eral million dollars a month 
to give ddl to the 17,000 peo¬ 
ple receiving it on a compas¬ 
sionate use basis because 
AZT was not helping them. 

FDA approval under Bris¬ 
tol-Myers’ terms should make 
the drug readily available to 
everyone, including those 
who want to experiment with 
combined ddl-AZT therapy. 

But ddl’s price may be a 
major stumbling block. Ac¬ 
cording to Bristol-Myers 
spokesperson Susan Yarin, “It 
is premature to speculate on 
the cost of the drug.” 

It is clear, though, that the 
exceptional costs of distribut¬ 
ing ddl to 23,000 people will 
be reflected in its final price. 

Bristol-Myers did state in 
its announcement that it was 
“voluntarily relinquishing” the 
seven-year monopoly rights 
previously granted it under 
the Orphan Drug law. 

Ordinarily, that might 
serve to keep ddl’s price 
down by allowing for compe¬ 
tition. 

Susan Yarin noted, howev¬ 
er, that the National Institutes 
of Health, where ddl was in¬ 
vented, has signed a 10-year 
marketing agreement with 
Bristol-Myers. Giving up Or¬ 
phan Drug rights will not 
have a significant effect on 
price in this case. ▼

He joined Bank of America 
where he met his dear friend Julie 
Stephens and then worked at Hayes 
Microcomputer from 1987. 

Skip befriended the late Michael 
Lynn Zimmer soon after they had both

Lou Sullivan 


Longtime San Francisco res¬ 
ident, writer and activist, Lou 
Sullivan died of AIDS at his 
Albion Street home on March 
2. Born Sheila Sullivan in 
Milwaukee on June 16, 1951, 
Lou spent much of his 
adolescence coming to terms 
with his gender identity and 
sexual orientation. By his ear¬ 
ly 20s he had decided to under¬ 
take the long journey to alter¬ 
ing his body to fit his deeply 
felt identity as a man. His deci¬ 
sion was complicated by the 
fact that he was sexually at¬ 
tracted to men and identified 
as a gay male. From the early 
1970s on, he worked persistent¬ 
ly to attain the body he desired 
and acquire a place in the gay 
community. 

He was a regular contributor 
to the former Milwaukee gay 
monthly GPU News and his 
extraordinary typing and type¬ 
setting skills sustained that 
publication for many years. 

After moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco later in the 1970s, he 
began to actively pursue sex 
reassignment. He was rejected 
three times by a famous gen¬ 
der clinic associated with Stan¬ 
ford Hospital because his iden¬ 
tity was openly gay and gender 
experts had not yet identified 
female-to-gay male transsexu¬ 
ality as a “legitimate” category. 
Eventually, tiring of trying to 
educate the experts, Sullivan 
decided to pursue his own 
course of therapy and surgery. 
Armed with a letter of intro¬ 
duction from the international¬ 
ly recognized Kinsey Institute 
researcher and author Wardell 
Pomeroy, Lou began to inde¬ 
pendently contact, interview 
and engage physicians willing 
to assist his change. Over 
several years he pioneered this 
self-guided method of sex reas¬ 
signment, paving the way for 



scores of others. 


Always concerned about 
other struggling transsexuals, 
Sullivan was a tireless cor¬ 
respondent, writer, speaker 
and organizer of transsexual 
issues, especially regarding 
female-to-male and lesbian 
and gay issues. He was instru¬ 
mental in forming the San 
Francisco-based support 
group Female to Male and 
edited their newsletter FTM. 
He also authored three edi¬ 
tions of Information for the 
Female to Male Cross Dresser 
and Transsexual and was a fre¬ 
quent speaker at the Institute 
for the Advanced Study of 
Human Sexuality and other 
professional organizations and 
conferences. 

His intense interest in 
female-to-male transsexuality 
led to years of research on the 
phenomenon of women who 
passed as men. This 
culminated in his 1990 
biography From Female to 
Male, the Life of Jack Bee 
Garland, a fascinating charac¬ 
ter who lived in Northern Cal¬ 
ifornia in the 19th century. 

Lou was an authentic giver. 
He befriended hundreds of 
people and influenced thou¬ 
sands more. Most significantly, 
he was true to himself, against 
enormous odds. May his spirit 
long be with us. ▼

The AIDS activist commu¬ 
nity lost one of its frontline 
warriors when the only avail¬ 
able drugs for cryptococcal 
meningitis once again proved 
to be ineffective. 

Ronald Dean Bracamonte 
succumbed on March 5 to the 
pandemic he so passionately 
fought as a member of ACT 
UP/SF, ACT UP Network and 
Stop AIDS Now or Else! 

Ron’s concerns for social 
and political justice exceeded 
the boundaries of AIDS- 
specific issues. He was an ad¬ 
vocate for the needs of the 
elderly, homeless and less for¬ 
tunate and for a nationalized 
health care plan that would 
provide needed medical ser¬ 
vices for all. 

Professionally, Ron manag¬ 
ed a program that provided 
meals to the elderly and 
homeless of the Tenderloin. 
His associates at the North of 
Market Senior Services 
describe Ron as a tireless voice 
for the less fortunate. He 
received a bachelor of science 
degree in social science at San 
Francisco State University, 
and at the time of his death 
Ron was pursuing a master’s 
degree at State. 

As a community activist, 
Ron stressed the need for 
coalition building between the 
diverse voices of the lesbian 
and gay community. As an 
AIDS activist, he was commit¬ 
ted to building a coordinated 
national movement through 
the ACT UP Network. 


Ron served as a member of 
the HIV Advisory Committee 
for Kaiser Permanente mem¬ 
bers and as a volunteer to the 
Freedom Day Parade Commit¬ 
tee, hoping to politicize the 
ceremonies from the left. As a 
member of the PISD (People 
with Immune System Disor¬ 
ders) Caucus of ACT UP/SF, 
Ron delivered a moving plea to 
sero-negative persons to un¬ 
derstand the needs of those liv¬ 
ing with HIV disease. 

Before moving to San Fran¬ 
cisco, Ron served as a Vista vol¬ 
unteer for one year, developing 
an energy conservation pro¬ 
gram, and as a forester with 
the U.S. Forestry Service. 

Ron will be remembered not 
only for his political, social and 
AIDS activism but also for his 
role in the history of the Oct. 6 
police riot in the Castro. Few 
will ever forget the gripping 
photograph of Ron holding a 
bludgeoned demonstrator 
while pleading for help. 

Ron is survived by his im¬ 
mediate family in Santa Maria; 
his extended family in San 
Francisco; his brothers and sis¬ 
ters of the PISD Caucus; and 
by his friends in the Tender¬ 
loin whose lives he touched. 

A memorial is planned in 
Ron’s honor on Sunday, April 
7, at the Women’s Building, 
3543 18th St., from 3-5 p.m. At 
5 p.m. the gathering will 
march to Harvey Milk Plaza 
where an installation in Ron’s 
memory will take place.

disappointed Chekal. 

This Sunday a “loud, fun 
group” of 12 from Queer Na¬ 
tion’s QUEER focus group 
picketed and leafletted Mar- 
tinelli during its brunch 
hours. 

“We ruined their brunch 
business. That’s how we can 
get at those people — through 
their pocketbooks,” Chekal 
said. 

The picketers went off to 
Coit Tower for a kiss-in and 
then came back to confront 
Martinelli’s evening trade. 

Once reassembled, the 
QUEER unit found itself fac¬ 
ing a couple of tough-looking 
men with a Doberman pinch- 
er. But up came manager 
Gabriella, on a motorcycle, 
and the situation was defused. 

Proclaiming that she her¬ 
self was “gay,” Gabriella 
promised to arrange a new 
meeting with Martinelli. 
QUEER then left. 

It is quite possible that 


Martinelli’s was making a 
false commitment just to save 
the rest of its Easter Sunday 
business, but Chekal said, 
“They seem to think that be¬ 
cause we’re queer, we’ll let 
things slide. I’ve learned to re¬ 
ally stick with a protest, 
though.” 

Queer Nation is demand¬ 
ing a written apology and 
some amends made to the 
two lesbians ejected, a state¬

deeply regret this,” she said. 
“We’ve,dene a very poor job 
at reaching r ut to Asian/Pacif¬ 
ic lesbian and gay groups 
around this and that’s a mis¬ 
take.” 

The group hoped to sell 
about 800 seats at prices rang¬ 
ing from $125 to $750. 

Although Ettlebrick’s per¬ 


sonal belief is that the group 
should have cancelled the 
fundraiser, she said that many 
within the agency did not 
agree. 

A coalition of Asian/Pacific 
lesbian and gay groups in San 
Francisco and New York 
have demanded that Lambda 
apologize to all Asian/Pacific 
lesbian and gay groups in¬ 
volved in the protest and to 
Asian/Pacific lesbians, gays 
and bisexuals. 

According to Otto’s press 
statement, the apology 
should be public and an¬ 
nounced at the benefit. 

Asian/Pacifica Sisters and 
the Gay Asian/Pacific Al¬ 
liance will hold an anti-Miss 
Saigon benefit at the Box on 
April 6 from 6-8. Slaying The 
Dragon, a documentary trac¬ 
ing the negative stereotyping 
of Asian/Pacific women, will 
be shown. A panel discussion

The clinic provides a full 
range of gynecological and 
obstetric services to a largely 
Latina clientele and does not 
specialize in abortions. It was 
closed for two hours before 
San Francisco police arrested 
six insistent occupiers. 

On March 30, Operation 
Rescue scouted out San Fran¬ 
cisco clinics, but then moved 
on to Sacramento, where a 
convoy of 65 people blockad¬ 
ed an unguarded Planned 
Parenthood clinic. That clinic 
was shut for the day. 

Not only are clinic block¬ 
ades illegal under criminal 
law, but a federal court in¬ 
junction forbids Operation 
Rescue members from com¬ 
ing within 15 feet of a clinic’s 
entry or from impeding 
clients in any way. 

It is ironic that Terry is 
speaking at the University of 
San Francisco, a Catholic in¬ 
stitution, less than two weeks 
before the school’s AIDS 
Awareness Week. 

In a letter inviting outside 
agencies to participate in an 
“AIDS Informational Faire,” 
USF AIDS Task Force Chair¬ 
person Tom Matteoli asked 
these organizations “to re¬ 
spect the teachings of the 
church and to please refrain 
from passing out condoms or 
other contraceptives.” 

Students for Choice, a 
USF group centered at the 
law school, is circulating a 
petition to provide access to 
condoms at the bookstore and 
birth control counseling at the 
health center. 


“At present, the health cen¬ 
ter can only tell pregnant 
women to have the baby, 
which usually means quitting 
school,” said Dorothy Rob¬ 
bins of the student organiza¬ 
tion. 

So far, 450 USFers have 
signed the petition. 

Student for Choice’s re¬ 
quest for official recognition 
in 1989 sparked an uproar at 
USF, leading to the adoption 
of an “Institutional Values 
Policy” that supports open di¬ 
alog in the name of the Je¬ 
suits’ traditional claim to be 
searching for truth. 

Robbins reports that her 
group still experiences many 
problems with the central ad¬ 
ministration. 

“Every piece of literature 
we distribute has to be 
stamped that it doesn’t repre¬ 
sent the teachings of the 
Catholic Church,” she noted. 

Robbins also reports diffi¬ 
culties in reserving rooms and 
putting announcements in the 
student newspaper. 

If condoms are not appro¬ 
priate, why is Randall Terry? 
USF Director of Communica¬ 
tions Mel Taylor contends 
that the university did not 
know that Terry’s speech was 
considered an OR rally. 

“If we had, we probably 
would have requested that 
the rally aspect not take 
place,” he said. 

USF has a policy on speak¬ 
ers that excludes those who 
advocate illegal actions or 
ridicule the Catholic Church, 
among other things. But Tay¬ 
lor argued, “If the guy was in¬ 
flammatory before, that 
doesn’t mean he will be in¬ 
flammatory now.” ▼

couldn’t even file a report of 
vandalism because there was 
no property damage. Instead 
the incident had been listed 
merely as a “suspicious occur¬ 
rence.” 

“They (reporters) could 
have called anybody that 
might know something about 
this,” the caller said, “but no¬ 
body that we know was 
called by the Chronicle or 
the Examiner for any kind of 
clarification of this. They 
seem to have portrayed this 
as a group of people secretly, 
in the dark, just tossing some 
toilet paper quietly and then 
leaving. This was not so. 

“We drove around and 
walked around the neighbor¬ 
hood three times. There was 
something on the order of 
three dozen of us, shouting 
and screaming at the top of 
our lungs. We don’t know 
what drugs the mayor’s 
neighbors are taking before 
they go to sleep, however, 
they were obviously sleeping 
pretty soundly because they 
must not have heard us.” 

In fact neighbors were 
aware of the action. One of 
Agnos’ Greystone Terrace 
neighbors, who asked not to 
be identified, said her dog began 
barking because of the demon¬ 
strators late Wednesday night 
after she had gone to bed. She 
said she saw the protesters “do¬ 
ing something” on the Agnos 
front lawn but assumed “they 
must be friends” of the may¬ 
or’s because “they looked like 
they were decorating the 
shrubs — they even took pic¬ 
tures of it.” 

The caller explained that 


the pink toilet paper was used 
for festooning the shrubbery 
“because we wanted to clean 
up some of what we felt was 
homophobic shit.” 

He said the action was not 
sanctioned by Queer Nation 
itself and that the radical les- 
bian/gay group was never 
even asked to endorse it, but 
acknowledged that members 
of the group participated in 
the Wednesday night protest. 

“It was an action that took 
place independent of Queer 
Nation,” he said, “although 
several angry queer nationals 
did in fact take part.” 

He said the protesters 
were angered with remarks 
by Agnos quoted in the daily 
press that the gay sanctuary 
resolution would make “the 
important issue of gay rights 
the butt of jokes around the 
country.” 

The caller said other pub¬ 
lic officials may be the object 
of similar protests in the fu¬ 
ture. 

“We should let all political 
officials in San Francisco 
know that the mayor may not 
be the only one that some 
pink toilet paper happens to, 
because it seems to me that 
toilet paper can clean up all 
kinds of homophobic shit — 
no matter where it comes 
from. And in fact those polit¬ 
ical officials who would see 
fit to, shall we say, defecate 
on the queer community 
should be prepared for clean 
up squads much like this one. 
The ‘Charmin Squad’ is ready 
to play.” 

As to the misreporting, the 
caller pointed out that the 
San Jose Mercury News was 
the only daily in the area that 
reported the action “may be 
related” to the mayor’s oppo¬ 
sition to the gay sanctuary 
proposal. ▼

San Mateo Needle Trial 
To Explore AIDS Issues

Legal proceedings in Red¬ 
wood City took a unique turn 
last week in the trial of Joey 
Tranchina and Camille 
Anacabe. The court has al¬ 
lowed the two to present a 
“defense of necessity” con¬ 
cerning their arrest last fall 
during a public attempt to ex¬ 
change drug addicts’ IV sy¬ 
ringes. 

Tranchina and Anacabe 
were indicted for possession 
of drug paraphernalia, a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

The case has become one 
of the longest, most complex 
misdemeanor trials in memo¬ 
ry. In the course of the hear¬ 
ings, which resume today, the 
defendants will claim that 
needle-exchange proponents 
should not be prosecuted be¬ 
cause exchanging syringes is 
the only way to avoid a signif¬ 
icant evil: the expansion of 
the AIDS epidemic among in¬ 
jection drug users. 

“This is not a liberal ver¬ 
sus conservative issue,” said 


Joey Tranchina, “just an IQ 
test. Are we smart enough to 
prevent the spread of AIDS.” 

Prosecutor John Oakes be¬ 
littled the case’s significance 
because it involves only a 
misdemeanor charge. He also 
argued that the issue was a 
matter for the Legislature and 
that Tranchina and Anacabe 
had provoked the police by 
‘‘standing^across from a 
Methadone clinic and refusing 
to leave until arrested.” 

But Tranchina claims that 
the San Mateo County district 
attorney warned him all 
along that needle-exchange ef¬ 
forts will be prosecuted. 

“If they had said there was 
any way to work this out 
with the health department, 
we would have done it,” 
Tranchina stated. 

The pressure for allowing 
needle exchanges in San Ma¬ 
teo follows a large, ongoing 
project called Prevention 
Point, which has proceeded in 
San Francisco largely unhin¬ 
dered for two years. A small 
needle exchange is also tak¬ 


ing place in Berkeley without 
police interference. 

Oakes said that needle ex¬ 
changes did not fit the immi¬ 
nent peril standard for neces¬ 
sity defenses because there is 
a legal alternative—providing 
bleach. 

San Mateo County em¬ 
ploys four outreach workers 
to educate drug users on how 
to sterilize their needles with 
bleach. 

According to Anacabe, 
“AIDS in IV drug users is a 
grossly neglected problem in 
San Mateo County, and pro¬ 
viding bleach and condoms is 
just one part of an overall ap¬ 
proach.” 

She listed three additional 
aspects to a complete pro¬ 
gram: drug treatment on de¬ 
mand, needle exchanges and 
health education. 

“Since treatment on de¬ 
mand is so hard to imple¬ 
ment, supplying sterile sy¬ 
ringes is imperative,” she 
said. 

She further pointed out

Hate Crimes on Rise in Alameda County 

The California Fair Employment and Housing Commission 
has scheduled hearings for April 6 on the increasing numbers 
of hate-related crimes reported in southern Alameda County. 
The FEHC is charged with enforcement of the state’s civil 
rights and anti-discrimination laws. The hearings will be at 
1:30-5:30 p.m. and 7-9 p.m. at the Chabot College Auditorium 
in Hayward. The south Alameda County cities of Hayward, 
San Leandro and Castro Valley have all recently been hit by 
a sudden spate of reported bias-based crimes that have gotten 
a good deal of media attention. Although hate crimes aimed 
at individuals because of their race, national origin or religion 
have received extensive media coverage, similar hate crimes 
against lesbians and gays in the area, however, have gone vir¬ 
tually unnoticed in the mainstream press. The Gay & Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation has called on members of the 
community to testify at the FEHC hearings. Anyone wishing 
to testify at the commission hearings should contact Ann Noel 
or Christiann Klein at the FEHC offices in San Francisco at 
557-2325 for details.

GLAADCo-ChairNamedtoUC Panel 

Jessea Greenman, co-chair of GLAAD/SFBA (Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation) has been appointed to the Uni¬ 
versity of California-Berkeley Chancellor’s Staff Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. The appointment was announced, March 20, and runs 
from April 1 to September 1993. The Chancellor’s Staff Advi¬ 
sory Committee (CSAC) is a policy group that advises the chan¬ 
cellor’s office on non-bargaining issues concerning the 9,600 
non-academic staff members at the university. In her applica¬ 
tion for a post on CSAC, Greenman was asked to identify four 
“issues of importance” she felt the policy advisory group 
should be addressing. First on her list was “exploration of 
ways to put the university’s policy of non-discrimination on the 
basis of sexual orientation into practice” on campus. Greenman 
said in her application, “As a lesbian, I have interacted with a 
number of other staff members who feel that they would be 
discriminated against in their jobs if they were ‘out’ at work. 
This climate of fear is at odds with Berkeley’s reputation as a 
good place to work and a citadel of civilized behavior.” Green¬ 
man is also co-founder of LeGaSEE, a UC Berkeley staff or¬ 
ganization for lesbian, gay and bisexual staff members on cam¬ 
pus. She works in the university’s Conservation and Resource 
Studies division. —KeithClark

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Rape Reported 
In New San Jose Jail

Santa Clara County Jail of¬ 
ficials confirmed March 27 
that they are investigating the 
first reported case of rape in 
the county jails since the De¬ 
partment of Corrections as¬ 
sumed control of the facility 
in 1988. 

Officials are investigating 
two reported sexual assaults 
against a 24-year-old Los 
Gatos man who was in the 
county’s new main jail for a 
probation violation. 

According to Lt. Mike 
Nice, the rapes allegedly oc¬ 
curred March 22 in unit 4A of 
the jail, where one officer was 
on duty in charge of some 48 
inmates who can move about 
from cell to cell within the 
unit freely. 

Nice said the victim, 
whose identity is being with¬ 
held, told investigators that 
one of the two men identified 
in the case came to his cell 
with contraband alcohol and 
struck up a friendly conversa¬ 
tion with him. 

He was shortly joined by 
the second alleged assailant 
and the two men threatened 
to beat him up. 

According to the victim’s 
statement, the two men then 
took turns sodomizing the vic- 
tim. 


After the assault, the vic¬ 
tim went to a pay phone in 
the unit to call his wife where 
one of the alleged assailants 
spotted him and believed he 
was phoning authorities to re¬ 
port the assault. 

Frightened, the victim said 
he fled back to his cell where 
he was followed by the two 
men. One of the men then 
again sexually assaulted him, 
the victim said, while the sec¬ 
ond man watched out for 
deputies. 

Shortly after the second as¬ 
sault the deputy on duty ap¬ 
proached the cell where the 
three men were and, suspect¬ 
ing what had happened, or¬ 
dered the two alleged as¬ 
sailants out and began inter¬ 
viewing the victim. 

Jail officials brought in a 
rape crisis counselor to help 
the victim after the incident 
and began their own investi¬ 
gation into the case. 

Officials said other inmates 
in the unit had begun a bois¬ 
terous card game partly to 
distract the guard’s attention 
during the 1-1/2 hour period 
the assault reportedly oc¬ 
curred, and there was no indi¬ 
cation the deputy on duty had 
acted in any way that contra¬ 
dicted department policies on 
jail discipline. ▼ 


Sonoma Sheriff Investigating 
Harassment of Gay Fire Chief

BODEGA BAY - Bodega 
Bay Fire Chief Kevin O’Shea, 
previously acquitted of child 
molestation charges in an ear¬ 
lier trial while he was head of 
the fire department at 
Guerneville, was exonerated 
again last month when a jury 
concluded that there was in¬ 
sufficient evidence to support 
the charges brought against 
the openly gay man. 

The charges alleged that 
he gave a lift in his vehicle to 
a 16-year-old boy and after 
taking the boy to his home 
gave him a drink and molest¬ 
ed him. 

O’Shea’s attorney, Annette 


Lombardi, has filed a writ 
with the court asking for a 
“declaration of innocence” af¬ 
ter the district attorney failed 
to secure a conviction in the 
case. 

O’Shea contends that he 
was “set up” by certain un¬ 
named sheriffs deputies with 
whom he has had an ongoing 
dispute. 

O’Shea had earlier filed a 
harassment complaint against 
sheriffs deputies and request¬ 
ed an investigation, but the 
previous sheriff, Dick 
Michaelson, was running for 
re-election and did not pursue 
the complaint. 

O’Shea has once again re¬ 
quested a probe of the 


deputies’ actions, and newly 
elected Sheriff Mark Ihde has 
launched that-inquiry. 

A spokesman for the Sher¬ 
iffs Office said that the inves¬ 
tigation would be “iair and 
impartial” but that it would 
be inappropriate to comment 
until the investigation was 
completed. 

Since taking office, Ihde 
has made it plain he will not 
tolerate bigotry — including 
homophobia — in his depart¬ 
ment. 

O’Shea and his family 
have been residents of the 
Guerneville area for many 
years, and he was one of the 
youngest fire chiefs in the 
state. ▼

HIVer, let alone gay. He re¬ 
gretted that his power was at 
an end, and worried that pos¬ 
terity would judge him harsh¬ 
ly, but seems never to have 
considered the possibility that 
his single-minded pursuit of 
raw power had been evil. His 
“search for spiritual peace” 
seems as shallow, phony and 
self-serving as his nominal 
heterosexuality. 

HIV brings out the best 
and the worst in people: the 
more it progresses, the more 
we become exaggerated cari¬ 
catures of our pre-morbid 
selves (until, suddenly, ap¬ 
proaching death erases all in¬ 
dividuality). Confronted by 
mortality, Atwater reconsid¬ 
ered his basic premises — and 
ended up confirming them. 
He died as he lived: in the 
closet. If I had a theological 
bent, I would say that he 
threw away his last chance at 
redemption. 

Atwater’s death has many 
noteworthy and peculiar an- 


n. 
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gles. There is the tragic ele¬ 
ment, the leveling of a power¬ 
ful leader at the very peak of 
his glory. 

“I really had two goals in 
life,” Atwater said in 1989, 
shortly after the victorious 
Bush appointed him Republi¬ 
can chairman. “To manage a 
presidential campaign and to 
be chairman of my party.” 

Within a year of reaching 
these goals he was struck 
down with AIDS. 

In addition, there is the pe¬ 
culiar twist that the Republi¬ 
cans should be stripped of 
their best strategist by the 
“Gay Plague.” It’s hard not to 
gloat, or at least feel some re¬ 
lief, that the virus that has so 
devastated our community is 
also taking its toll on our op¬ 
pressors. The loss of their evil 
genius has stricken the GOP 
with a paralyzing panic that 
bodes ill for their chances in 
1992 (assuming the gullible 
public shakes off its war 
fever). 

Finally,.there is the strik¬ 
ing contrast of phony image 
with harsh reality. The “typi¬ 
cal” HIVer is held to be a 
denizen of the fringes: a 
queer, a person of color, a 
druggie. Atwater presented 
himself as the ultimate main- 
streamer: a white, conserva¬ 
tive, heterosexual, Southern 
male — and died anyway. 

He received a final reward 
appropriate for the supreme 
hypocrite of our age: a death¬ 
bed visit from Ronald Rea¬ 
gan. This wouldn’t do much 


for me, but perhaps it com¬ 
forted Atwater. He is beyond 
comfort now. Those of us still 
fighting the virus must wres¬ 
tle as well with the heartless 
monster of an administration 
which he bequeathed us as 
his life’s work. ▼

that the cheap insulin sy¬ 
ringes addicts commonly use 
easily become dull and bent, 
causing dangerous abscesses 
and other medical problems. 

Tranchina and Anacabe 
have been criticized for en¬ 
gaging in a sensationalistic ac- 
tion without the proper 
preparatory work, but both 
point out their ties to the 
area. 

“My grandfather was the 
first San Mateo County sher¬ 
iff, and I grew up here,” said 
Tranchina. 

Anacabe said she had lived 
in San Mateo County for sev¬ 
en years and felt a strong con¬ 
nection to the people living 
there, especially the Hispan- 
ics. 

“Needle exchange workers 
should be part of the commu¬ 
nity. I wouldn’t have gone 
anywhere else but to San Ma¬ 
teo,” she said. ▼ 


New York Projects 
Alarming AIDS Rate

NEW YORK - The city’s 
health commissioner has pro¬ 
jected that 36,000 new AIDS 
cases will be reported in New 
York in the next four years — 
thousands more have been 
diagnosed as having the 
fatal disease since the epidem¬ 
ic was recognized 10 years 
ago. 

Commissioner Woodrow 
Myers, in issuing the updated 
projections March 28, said 
31,845 AIDS cases were re¬ 
ported between 1981, when 
the disease first became iden¬ 
tified and records were be¬ 
gun, and March 1, 1991. 

Myers warned, however, 
that even by using a “middle 
ground” scenario, city health 
workers between this year 
and 1995 would see 36,000 
new AIDS cases, a projection 
that assumes a rate of 5,000 
new HIV infections each year 


since 1986. 

That scenario, Myers said, 
is most consistent with both 
city AIDS case reporting and 
nationwide estimates of HIV 
infection rates. 

The “middle ground” pro¬ 
jection predicts that the inci¬ 
dence of new AIDS cases will 
decrease by an average of 0.9 
percent yearly through 1995. 

Projections assume that 
the average AIDS survival 
time will not change before 
1995. 

Myers said there were 
about 9,200 AIDS cases in the 
city today, and predicted the 
number of persons living 
with AIDS would decline to 
about 8,600 in 1995. 

Using a “worst case” sce¬ 
nario, however, boosts the fig¬ 
ure of new AIDS cases to 
43,000 between 1991 and 1995. 

In 1989 AIDS was the No. 

1 cause of death among 25- to 
34-year-old New Yorkers. ▼

remains separately in a re¬ 
mote area of Lands End. 

White, an ex-con with a 30- 
year prison record, had, ac¬ 
cording to Murdoch, a grudge 
against the teenage boxing 
and skateboard enthusiast for 
getting him fired from his job 
as a janitor at a local Salva¬ 
tion Army center. 

According to 1984 Bay 
Area Reporter newspaper ac¬ 
counts, Gaines, whose own 
job at the center had come 
through White’s efforts on his 
behalf, had threatened to in¬ 
form the Salvation Army of 
White’s prison record after 
White had turned around and 
fired him and then beat him 
up. A few weeks later White 
was fired from his job. 

Murdoch, according to the 
San Francisco Examiner, tes¬ 
tified on the first day of 
White’s trial that Gaines was 
brought to the campsite be¬ 
cause White wanted to “get 
even” with him for the inci¬ 
dent. 

Gaines, according to 1984 
B.A.R. interviews with his 
friends and associates, was a 
heterosexual youth who trad¬ 
ed sex with gay men to meet 
his survival needs. Wayne 
Smith, a man Gaines had 
lived with, said the teenager 
had a drug problem and used 
methamphetamines. 

During his testimony, Mur¬ 
doch painted a grim picture 
of his life as a prostitute and 
his arrival in San Francisco 
from Seattle at the age of 17 
in early 1984. 

Murdoch said that he end¬ 
ed up being pimped by White 
after he was picked up and 
raped by the defendant at 
knife point. He said that he 
did not flee the situation be¬ 
cause White had made threats 
against his family. Murdoch 
stated that White forced him 
and Porter to turn all their 
prostitution earnings over to 
him. 

The trio lived for a while 
at Lands End, but eventually 
White and Murdoch lived to¬ 
gether as a couple at the Na¬ 
tional Hotel on Market Street, 
two doors from the Strand 
Theatre. 

Murdoch said that after the 
murder he “finally got up the 


bargain to accept lesser con¬ 
victions, large financial penal¬ 
ties and never to enter the 
pornography business at any 
time in the future. 

Increasingly, federal prose¬ 
cutors have used the RICO 
Act to seize defendants’ busi¬ 
ness and personal assets — 
whether related to the ob¬ 
scenity charges or not. 

In a ruling last year in Vir¬ 
ginia, a federal appeals court 
sustained the seizures, com¬ 
paring them to impounding 
assets of “Colombian drug 
lords.” 

Paul Fishbein, editor of 
the trade publication, Adult 
Video News, says the federal 
anti-porn campaign is a waste 
of time and money in an at¬ 
tempt to bully the industry 
out of existence. 

“The federal government 
is spending millions of dol¬ 
lars,” he said, “prosecuting 
films'performed by consent¬ 
ing adults and purchased by 
consenting adults to be 
viewed in the privacy of their 
own homes. Surely the gov¬ 
ernment has something better 
to do with our tax money, 
wouldn’t you think?” 

Fishbein is beginning to 


nerve to leave” and fled town, 
after a failed earlier attempt 
when White had discovered 
the plan. 

White was arrested on 
felony sodomy charges while 
driving in Salem, Oregon, in 
October 1984 . Oregon state 
troopers, thinking that White 
had pulled his car to the side 
of the road because of car 
trouble, were surprised when 
a young hitchhiker jumped 
out of the car and told them 
that White had a gun and had 
attempted to rape him after 
he had refused to have sex 
with him only moments be¬ 
fore. 

Authorities then discov¬ 
ered that White was wanted 
for questioning in the murder 
of Ted Gomez, a 15-year-old 
Polk Street denizen in 
September 1984. 

Gomez, a gay teenage run¬ 
away, had last been seen get¬ 
ting into White’s car. 

White allegedly took 
Gomez to Golden Gate Park, 
brutally sodomized him, slit 
his throat and then hid the 
body. 

Tragically, just the day be¬ 
fore he was murdered, 
Gomez had gone fishing with 
his father, told him that he 
was gay, and had been told 
by his father that he was 
loved and would not be re¬ 
jected because of his sexual 
orientation. 

“Ted had made amends 
with his folks,” said District 
Attorney investigator Ron 
Huberman, who handled the 
case for the DA back in 1984. 
“He had gone to tell his 
friends that he had made 
amends with his family and 
was preparing to move back 
home. He had explained to 
his father that he came to San 
Francisco because he needed 
to be around other gay kids 
his age. They had worked it 
out.” 

Huberman said the mur¬ 
ders were “vicious and sense¬ 
less” and called White “totally 
remorseless.” 

According to a 1984 San 
Francisco Examiner inter¬ 
view, White said he killed 
Gomez because he was en¬ 
raged that Murdoch had left 
him. 

The trial is expected to 
continue through the week in 
Superior Court Department 
28 at the Hall of Justice. ▼

The raunchy rap group 2 
Live Crew and Cincinnati’s 
Contemporary Art Center’s 
exhibit of Mapplethorpe pho¬ 
tos may have escaped convic¬ 
tions on obscenity charges, 
but neither musicians nor 
artists are resting easy. 

“Just because 2 Live Crew 
won this case in Hollywood 
and the Contemporary Art 
Center won their Mapplethor¬ 
pe decision in Cincinnati, I 
don’t think that’s going to 
stop any of the crusaders at¬ 
tempting to squelch free ex¬ 
pression in America,” Jan 
Berman, president of the 
Recording Industry Associa¬ 
tion of America, said last year 
following the rappers’ trial. 

At about the same time, 
federal agents were also con¬ 
ducting obscenity raids at the 
home of San Francisco fine 
art photographer Jock Sturges 
and on more than 30 adult 
video distributors in Southern 
California. 

Although the feds seized 
millions of prints, negatives, 
videos and business records 
in the raids, no charges have 
been filed in either case. 

Some legal experts consid¬ 
er the chances remote that 


the Justice Department would 
use RICO to go after a music 
group like 2 Live Crew. But, 
as Norman Abrams, an associ¬ 
ate dean and law professor at 
UCLA, pointed out recently, 
no one ever expected to see 
an art museum such as 
Cincinnati’s Contemporary 
Art Center put on trial for ob¬ 
scenity either. 



Just how far they’ll go isn’t 
too hard to predict based on 
statements made by Patrick 
Trueman, director of the Jus¬ 
tice Department’s Child Ex¬ 
ploitation and Obscenity Sec¬ 
tion, who was never a prose¬ 
cutor before being brought on 
board at the Justice Depart¬ 
ment by former Attorney 
General Edwin Meese. 

In fact, Trueman’s major 
claim to fame, prior to head¬ 
ing CEOS, was as founder 
and former executive director 
of the Chicago-based group, 
Americans United for Life, a 
legal arm of the anti-abortion 
movement with ties to Phyllis 
Schlafly and other far-right 
wing figures. 

Making it clear last year in 
a Los Angeles Times inter¬ 
view that his unit wasn’t only 
interested in big-time produc¬ 
ers but in single-owner, small 
video stores as well, Trueman 
said, “We’ll prosecute the 
video store owner, as well as 
the producer and distributor. 
You’ll see that, as we an¬ 
nounce more and more indict¬ 
ments.” 


And national distributors, 
such as Colt, Falcon and oth¬ 
er gay porno film makers, 
probably can expect an equal¬ 
ly rough time of it. 

Trueman said recently that 
manufacturers and national 
distributors “can expect to be 
indicted again and again ana 
again.” 

And in case there’s any 
doubt about exactly what the 
purer-than-thou Trueman 
deems pornographic, consider 
that two of the items im¬ 
pounded in the raids on 
Southern California adult 
bookstores late last year in¬ 
cluded copies of Playboy 
and Uncut magazines, nei¬ 
ther of which even depict sex¬ 
ual intercourse. 

In an earlier obscenity case 
brought under RICO, two 
New York City men, facing 
separate federal prosecutions 
in Utah, Mississippi, Dela¬ 
ware and Alabama within 
seven weeks of one another, 
pleaded guilty in plea bar¬ 
gains. 

Part of their agreement 
with the Justice Department 
included signing away their 
rights ever in the future to do 
any business involving sexual¬ 
ly explicit material, whether 
deemed obscene or not. 

An attorney for one of the 
men denounced the agree¬ 
ments as an unconstitutional 
abridgment of free speech. 

“This violates everything 
the First Amendment stands 
for,” Martin Garbus told re¬ 
porters following the sentenc¬ 
ing of his client. ▼

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A Fond and Funny Look Back 


by John F. Karr 

I t’s been 20 years since 
the first B.A.R. ap¬ 
peared. But how can I 
convey the meaning of 
20 years, make you feel 
the passing of two decades? 
Because the most extraordi¬ 
nary thing about time is that 
its passing can only be sa¬ 
vored by those who have 
passed it. Only they know 
the zest and rue that its pas¬ 
sage accrues. 

Does that mean that unless 
you were there you can’t re¬ 
joice in those 20 years, can’t 
understand the importance 
and meaning of those — how 
many issues? Twice a month 
for ten years and then every 
week for another ten years is 
at least 760 issues! Perhaps if 
we take a look at what the 
B.A.R. was, we’ll see why, 
with all its warts and won¬ 
ders, it has endured and pros¬ 
pered. 

Looking at those first 
B.A.R.s, you’d never know 
that Stonewall had taken 
place two years before the pa¬ 
per’s founding you’d hardly 
know that this was the city 
where the Cockettes and the 
Angels of Light had been stir¬ 
ring up the gender stewpot 
and transforming the con¬ 
ceived notion of gay identity 
as much as they were trans¬ 
forming theatre; you’d never 
guess a sleepy neighborhood 


called The Castro was becom¬ 
ing so gay that its name 
would soon be an internation¬ 
al password; you’d never 
guess that this was the city 
where the Mattachine Society 
was founded and was the 
bedrock, abetted by the Royal 
Court, which gave queens the 
backbone to not only be pub¬ 
lic but to revolt; you’d never 
guess that this city was 
birthing a gay culture that 
would go beyond bars and 
drag balls; you’d never guess 
that all these elements were 
swirling together to become 
the center of a gay political 
movement that would elect 
the first gay supervisor; 
you’d never guess that artists 
were creating gay works, that 
writers were writing gay 
books, that singers and 
comics were performing gay 
material, or that there was 
even a tremendous popula¬ 
tion spread out across San 
Francisco with an array of 
ideas and looks and ways of 
living a life that were gay — 
these other voices weren’t 
heard at first, since they 
didn’t speak up by writing a 
letter to the editor until the 
third year of the paper’s exis¬ 
tence. 

Greatest Asset 

Certainly, as the unofficial 
voice of the Royal Court and 
the Tavern Guild, the early 
BA.R. reflected a rich, frene¬ 


tic life. But if the paper didn’t 
seem to realize that those 
organizations were only the 
tip of the iceberg, if the paper 
reflected merely a fraction of 
the gay lives that were bust¬ 
ing out all over the city, you 
can’t fault the B.A.R.: it exist¬ 
ed, and it reflected the com¬ 
munity it knew. Those 


strong community roots 
turned out to be its greatest 
asset. 

For although Stonewall 
had occurred, it took a while 
for its offspring to come of 
age. As the Stonewall gener¬ 
ation matured, so did the 
B.A.R.; as the varying fac¬ 
tions of gay life developed — 
from grass-roots political or¬ 


ganizations like BAGL (Bay 
Area Gay Liberation) to pow¬ 
erful organizations like the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club, to new 
voices in identity like the 
Radical Faeries — all these be¬ 
gan to find themselves repre¬ 
sented in the pages of the 
B.A.R. 


And gay writers began to 
appear, writers who pursued 
gay subject matter with an 
ever-expanding awareness. 
They joined the B.A.R. to 
cover their community and 
often, in the rough newness 
of their prose, became a voice 
in that community. For the 
B.A.R. was a safe and under¬ 
standing, non-apologetic 


home, where we could scruti¬ 
nize our foibles and fond ex¬ 
tremes in the snapshots of a 
family scrapbook and also 
look out at the larger world 
to assess and affect our place 
in it. 

That familial origin gave 
the B.A.R its unique voice as 
the community’s paper. In re¬ 
turn, the paper has helped 
create our community by be¬ 
ing a mirror of our political 
triumphs and our growing 
visibility in the arts as well as 
behind the counter at Macy’s, 
on the streets for a parade, 
and on police squads and 
judges’ benches — just as it 
has recorded our tricycle 
races, bowling trophies, pret¬ 
tiest parade floats, best bulges 
at jockey short displays and 
even our deaths. 

For as it has always cele¬ 
brated our lives, the B.A.R. 
has marked our passings, too, 
by providing memorials in 
the only comprehensive gay 
obituary column in the city. 

For along with its commu¬ 
nity voice, another key to the 
paper’s continued popularity 
is its big embrace. Although 
started in a very particular in- 
nard of the community — in 
its earliest days, one joker 
dubbed the paper the Bay 
Area Drag Reporter — there 
has always been the pull 
toward inclusiveness.

Getting the Stories Out

F irst there was In The 
Life, then there was 
Tongues Untied, and 
now there’s Fierce 
Love — Stories from Black 
Gay Life, another laudable 
addition to a growing body of 
artistic work by, for and 
about African-American gay 
men and our lives. What In 
The Life is to literature, and 
Tongues Untied is to 
film/video, Fierce Love is to 
theatre — an incredibly evoca¬ 
tive and varied collection of 
stories from the African- 
American gay male experi¬ 
ence. 

Written and performed by 
Bernard Branner, Brian Free¬ 
man, and Eric Gupton, who 
are collectively known as 
Porno Afro Homos (Post-mod¬ 
ern African-American Homo¬ 
sexuals), Fierce Love effec¬ 
tively captures the vibrantly 
diverse realities of black gay 
life. Though this theatrical 
tour de force is about African- 
American gay men, it is not 
just for black gay men. Any¬ 
one looking for an entertain¬ 
ing and thought-provoking 
theatre experience will find 
Fierce Love accessible and 
enjoyable, even if it is “a 
black thang.” 

In the beautiful a capella 
introduction “We Are,” Porno 
Afro Homos lay the ground¬ 
work for what is to come. 
“These are just some of our 
stories,... our stories, ever de¬ 
licious, must be told.” From 
there the performers lead the 
audience on a journey 
through the multifaceted 
African-American gay male 
experience. 

Shedding New Light

queens of In Living Color, 
but with the arrival of Mr. 
ACT/BLACK, an African- 
American p.c. (politically cor¬ 
rect) terrorist from hell, it de¬ 
velops into a comment on the 
uninformed theft of black gay 
slang and mannerisms by het¬ 
erosexual entertainers for the 
amusement of their equally 
uninformed and heterosexual 
audiences.

disturbing and increasing in¬ 
terest in straight¬ 
acting/straight-looking gay 
men within the gay communi¬ 
ty these days. 

“Sad Young Man” is the 
story of a young man born 
into an upwardly mobile fam¬ 
ily of wanna-be Sidney 
Poitiers and Diahann Carrolls 
who realizes as he grows up 
that his family’s Modern Ne¬ 
gro identity does not include 
or embrace him. “Good 
Hands” examines the alien¬ 
ation and objectification black 
gay men face in a racist white 
gay community. 

The “Just Us Club” is 
about those black queens who 
just can’t or won’t fit into the 
stereotypical roles available to 
us in the gay community. It’s 
about those black gay men 
who are tired of being every¬ 
body’s best friend, but no¬ 
body’s boyfriend — always a 
bridesmaid, never a bride. It’s 
about a “club” or space that 
has been (or needs to be) cre¬ 
ated for those who find the 
straitjacket of roles like that 
of the big, black Mandinka 
buck or the screaming Diana 
Ross queen equally restrictive 
and unattractive. 

“Black Like Me” features 
an Afrocentric Homosexual 
Male in all his black glory, 
while “For Jimmy” is an ex¬ 
cerpt from James Baldwin’s 
Just Above My Head. Fierce 
Love reaches a climax with 
two of its longest and best 
segments: “Silently Into The 
Night” and “A Black Queer

Rhythm Nation.” 

“Silently Into The Night” 
is a powerful sketch about a 
black man dealing with the 
death of one of his best 
friends and the problems that 
arise when his friend’s family 
ignore his last wishes in 
putting together a funeral ser¬ 
vice that insults the dead 
man’s memory and the sensi¬ 
tivities of his friends. Anyone 
who has had to deal with the 
willfully ignorant and spiteful 
heterosexual relatives of their 
dead friends and lovers will 
be able to identify with this 
piece. The situation is 
poignant and maddening, yet 
it winds up being ultimately 
positive, in its exploration of 
this all too common occur¬ 
rence. 

Learning from the Passed 

“A Black Queer Rhythm 
Nation” ends Fierce Love i n 
an uplifting manner reminis¬ 
cent of the endpiece of The 
Colored Museum. A frustrat¬ 
ed and disillusioned black 
Queer Nation boy, into heavy 
metal and heavily-stickered 


leather jackets, sets off on a 
club-hopping trek in which he 
runs into another disaffected 
black man. They wind up at a 
strange party where fabulous 
black gay men like Sylvester, 
Patrick Kelly and Willi 
Smith, who have already 
passed on to the other side, 
are hanging out, dispensing 
pearls of wisdom. 

Fierce Love closes with a 
reprise of “We Are” remind¬ 
ing us all that what we have 
seen are only a few of the sto¬ 
ries that could be told by 
African-American gay men, 
for there are as many differ¬ 
ent stories as there are black 
gay men.

Smart 'n' 
Funny

T he Festival of Anima¬ 
tion rolls back into 
town this week, play¬ 
ing two-plus weeks in 
San Francisco before moving 
on to Berkeley. The latest edi¬ 
tion of this yearly anthology 
is one of the strongest in a 
while — smart ’n’ funny, with 
the “cute quotient kept to a 
minimum. Surprisingly, only 
one computer-animated short, 
Panspermia, is included (re¬ 
flective of Marin-based 
Pixar’s woes?) though that 
one is among the collection’s 
most impressive. 

Five of the 18 entries in 
the 1991 Festival of Anima¬ 
tion represent the form at its 
finest, and each in its way 
comments intelligently on the 
state of civilization while si¬ 
multaneously entertaining. 

Czech animator Jan 
Svankmajer lives by the code 
of surrealism. His Dimen¬ 
sions of Dialogue is a canni¬ 
balistic tour de force in which 
all number of objects com¬ 
bine and recombine. In keep¬ 
ing with the precepts of surre¬ 
alism, Svankmajer leaves Di¬

tion; it clearly reflects on cre¬ 
ativity and human interaction, 
however, and does so bril¬ 
liantly. 

Italian animators Bruno 
Bozzetto and Riccardo Denti 
present a telling and clever, if 
simplified, rendition of the 
history of humankind in their 
Grasshoppers. The ultimate — 
and timely — moral here 
would appear to be, “live by 
the sword, die by the sword.’’ 

If Grasshoppers is a look 
at life in the macrocosm, then 
Californian Karl Sims’ 
Panspermia is a glimpse at it 
in the microcosm. A single 
seed explodes into a fantastic 
series of continually regener¬ 
ating life forms. The three-di¬ 
mensional renderings here 


are superb. 

Fatty Issues is about a gal 
on a diet. Candy Guard of 
Great Britain has fun with 
her subject’s plight — and her 
ingenious process of rational¬ 
ization: “Chips are fruit. ... 
You know, pomme de terre, 
apple” — without ignoring the 
socio/feminist implications. 

Weak on technique but 
still effective is David Bish¬ 
op’s Mother Goose, a 1979 ef¬ 
fort that renders three nurs¬ 
ery rhymes, including “Three 
Blind Mice,” literally. This 
Mother Goose might not lead 
to a reevaluation of Bruno 
Bettelheim, but it’s a scary 
representation of what really 
turns kids on.

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Godard's 'Breathless' 

New Wave Revisited

W hen the French 
New Wave broke 
upon American 
movie audiences 
in the early ’60s, Jean-Luc God¬ 
ard’s Breathless was among the 
most innovative, provocative 
and stimulating of the batch. 
This included such seminal 
works as Resnais’ Hiroshima 
Mon Amour, Chabrol’s The 
Cousins and Truffaut’s The 
400 Blows and Shoot the Pi¬ 
ano Player. 

From there on in, art 
house cognoscenti flocked to 


the espresso cinemas to de¬ 
bate each new Godard kicker 
like My Life to Live, Le Petit 
Soldat, Alphaville and Mas- 
culin/Feminine. Now contem¬ 
porary devotees of film form 
can see for themselves what 
the fuss was about as the Cas¬ 
tro launches a week-long 
(April 5-11) revival of A Bout 
de Souffle (1959). 

Shot in breezy black and 
white by Raoul Coutard, of¬ 
ten with a hand-held camera 
and propelled by Godard 
himself shoving his cine¬ 
matographer around in a 
wheelchair, the film main¬ 


tains its fresh economy and 
speed. Paris in the late ’50s 
seemed to embrace both ro¬ 
mance and the cynicism of 
cool jazz. And no film hero 
was ever as hip and happen¬ 
ing as Jean-Paul Belmondo in 
his film debut as Michel, the 
fatalistic small-time hood. 

Godard’s clipped shooting 
style — elevating the elliptical 
jump cuts to the status of an 
ethical position, all is 
ephemeral, transient—encom¬ 
passed an equally aloof and 
uprooted central protagonist. 
Michel’s opposite foil was in¬ 
carnated in the Midwestern 
twang of Jean Seberg’s Patri¬ 
cia, whose character of a de¬ 
ceptively trivial street vendor 
of the New York Herald Tri¬ 
bune masks an existential 
discontent ready anytime to 
erupt into betrayal and 
treachery. 

Reverse Aesthetic 

The filmmaker’s artistic 
progeny seem more anchored 
to literary and American 
movie allusions than to the 
forward propulsion of any 
kind of effectively persuasive 
narrative. The Jamesian aes¬ 
thetic in reverse holds sway 
as the naive Country Girl is 
here the corruptor of Euro¬ 
pean decadence. 

Patricia proceeds to com¬ 
mit a Gidean acte gratuite 
though compromised in its 
very blase nature by a Genet 
touch of betraying the love 
object. When Michel imitates 
Bogart as noir icon, the old 
world lifts from the new 
world. But this in turn is ap¬ 
propriated by Patricia in the 
film’s final frames: All is flux 
and ethical reversal — any sus¬ 
tained moral position is es¬ 
chewed. 

When the film isn’t dis¬ 
rupting expectations and tra¬ 
ditional narrative demands, it 
breaks new ground in any

number of wonderful and 
charming ways. The central 
tour de force is a half-hour- 
long scene of Patricia and 
Michel within the confines of 
her bedroom, playing, talking, 
fitfully making love and just 
generally hanging out without 
any perceivable aim or pur¬ 
pose. In 1959 — and even to¬ 
day with contemporary atten¬ 
tion spans taken into account 
— this was a revolutionary ap¬ 
proach to film. That this was 
a considerable influence on 
the likes of Andy Warhol, 
Robert Altman, John Cas¬ 
savetes and others is a given. 

In all Breathless seems as 
refreshing and surprising as 
the day it emerged on an un¬ 
suspecting and more naive 
cinema world. If anything the 
work appears more innocent 
and beguiling than one 
would’ve anticipated given 
Godard’s current jaded repu¬ 
tation and defiant stance. Sen¬ 
timent goes by the wayside as 
Godard utilizes his most 


morally compromised charac¬ 
ter for the edge of a cutaway 
reaction shot. The lush strings 
introducing Patricia are later 
placed and contradicted by 
her persona’s destructive op¬ 
portunism. 

Otto Preminger perhaps 
stands as the work’s chief in¬ 
spires not only in the coopt¬ 
ing of his most maligned 
heroine, Jean Seberg (who 
even asks ‘Aimez-vous 
Brahms?” at one point in ob¬ 
vious reference to Francoise 
Sagan and Bonjour Tristesse), 
but also as the major purvey¬ 
or of the shifting, continually 
nuanced politique. But Go¬ 
dard’s edge and distanced pe¬ 
skiness were unique and as 
unsettling as anything in 
deep-dish revisionist cinema.

The Honeymooners 


Gay Director Reacts to Attack 
'After the Fact' on His Film

L esbians and gay men 
are just beginning to 
grapple with some of 
the protocol and ritu¬ 
als of domestic partnership 
when along come two Ohio 
filmmakers who are working 
on a documentary that 
“chronicles the romantic pas¬ 
sage of the American honey¬ 
moon.” Independent filmmak¬ 
ers Ann Alter and Laine 
Goldman want to document, 
through Horizontal Mambo 
and Other Honeymoon Tales, 
their film-in-progress, this 
“thriving ritual steeped in his¬ 
tory, tradition, myth, illusion, 
hopes, doubts, contradictions 
and dreams.” 

Because the film is cover¬ 
ing virtually uncharted terri¬ 
tory and because Alter and 
Goldman are committed to 
covering that territory with a 
cultural sensitivity not often 
seen in films — even among 
independent filmmakers—the 
women are without precon¬ 
ceptions as to what exactly 
their film will reveal about 
this mysterious, romantic rit¬ 
ual that for many signals the 
beginning of a committed re¬ 
lationship together. Thus, 
their outreach to lesbians, gay 
men and bisexuals for input 
on the film’s content. 

“What’s interesting about 
honeymoons is that they’re 
relatively unexplored,” Alter 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
recently. “There is very little 
information, and hardly any 
at all in terms of documenta¬ 
tion. So, in a sense, the film 
will be opening all sorts of ar¬ 
eas for research to continue.” 

Looking for Experts 

And lesbians and gay men 
are among the “experts” 
whose insights, understand¬ 
ings and experiences Alter 
and Goldman are looking to 
get — either on film or via a 
questionnaire they’ve pre¬ 
pared. Women and men who 
have anything they feel is rel¬ 
evant — or maybe even irrele¬ 
vant — to add to the under¬ 
standing of this rite of pas¬ 
sage are being encouraged to 
contact the two filmmakers 
(see addess below). 

While many lesbians and 
gay men might feel their rela¬ 
tionships, excluded from the 
American mainstream, have 
little or nothing to do with 
honeymoons, many couples 
do, in fact, take that “special 
vacation” or “gay honey¬ 


moon” together somewhere in 
the early phases of their rela¬ 
tionship being solidified. And 
that’s just the kind of thing 
Alter and Goldman are after. 

“Experts,” according to Al¬ 
ter, are the people who will 
help them find the right ques¬ 
tions to ask, the right aspects 
to examine, the right issues to 
focus their cameras on in 
looking at honeymoons, ev¬ 
eryone from sociologists and 
anthropologists to resort own¬ 
ers and bartenders — and of 
course all those folks who 
have been on honeymoons, 
whether they’re called “spe¬ 
cial vacations” or “times that 
mark our unions.” 

Alter’s most recent film, 
No Need to Repent, about 
the lesbian Rev. Jan Griesen- 
ger, was shown last year at 
the Berlin International Film 
Festival and at the San Fran¬ 
cisco International Lesbian 
and Gay Film Festival. Co-di¬ 
rector Laine Goldman has 
written two feature-length 
scripts, “She’s George Sand” 
and “The Second Civil War.” 
The latter, a sci-fi satire set in 
2061 in the “Test Market Cap¬ 
ital” of Columbus, Ohio, is 
about a household “demo- 
graphically incorrect because 
they’re an intact nuclear fam¬ 
ily.” 

Reality and Kitsch 

Alter, who describes her¬ 
self as “a bisexual — with all 
the complexities that entails” 
— said the film will deal with 
four main areas: individuals’ 
stories, experts, resorts, and 
archival material. In the 
course of Horizontal Mam¬ 
bo, the two women will be 
ranging over issues from peo¬ 
ple’s expectations versus the 
realities of the honeymoon 
experience, to kitsch resorts 
featuring 14-foot champagne- 
glass hot tubs, to home 
movies, to sex-education films 
over the past 40 years or so. 

The non-profit, tax-exempt 
venture to date has gotten 
preproduction money from 
the Ohio Arts Council and a 
regional NEA fellowship. But 
it’s still a long way from the 
$500,000 to $1 million budget 
the two women are projecting 
to do the film. Their working 
schedule calls for the film to 
be completed by 1993, “de¬ 
pending on funding,” Alter 
says. Alter and Goldman can

P oison, the award¬ 
winning film by gay 
director Todd 
Haynes, has become 
the latest cause celebre in 
the ongoing struggle be¬ 
tween the forces of the 
Christian right and the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts. 

NEA Chairman John 
Frohnmayer even took the 
unusual step of publicly de¬ 
fending Poison against the 
Rev. Donald Wildmon’s 
charges that the NEA had 
funded a film containing “ex¬ 
plicit porno scenes of homo¬ 
sexuals involved in anal sex,” 
calling Wildmon’s charges 
“misleading” and “incom¬ 
plete.” 

In fact, the scene in ques¬ 
tion depicts a prison rape in¬ 
volving two men that the 
filmmaker himself refers to — 
somewhat tongue-in-cheek — 
as “tasteful.” No penetration 
is shown, and there’s only a 
glimpse of the right flank of 
the man being raped. In an 
earlier scene, the same man’s 
penis is briefly seen as he’s 
being fondled by the man 
who later rapes him. 

In a March 30 interview 
with the Bay Area Reporter, 
Haynes, 30, who admitted 
that he never expected to get 
the grant in the first place, 
commented that he was not 
surprised so much by the at¬ 


tack as by its timing. 

“I’m surprised at the point 
at which it happened because 
when the four performance 
artists’ (Karen Finley, Tim 
Miller, Holly Hughes and 
John Fleck) grants were 
called into question — were 
basically stopped — it was 
when the panel in perfor¬ 
mance art, which is made up 
of artists in the field who 
change each year, made their 
recommendations to the coun¬ 
cil, the permanent part of the 
NEA headed by Frohnmayer, 
which is basically there to ac¬ 
cept the recommendations of 
the various panels and to allo¬ 
cate the amount of funding 
for each grant. It was at that 
point where the recommend¬ 
ed grants were scrutinized, 
and they said, ‘Oh my god, 
this woman (Finley) excretes 


yams on stage. We cannot 
fund her.’ And everything 
stopped there, and the contro¬ 
versy arose. 

“But Poison went through 
the same channels, was rec¬ 
ommended by a film panel to 
the council, and was awarded 
its grant ($25,000, 10 percent 
of the film’s $250,000 budget). 
Everything took a long time 
because the council was in 
the midst of the performance 
artist controversy. But eventu¬ 
ally we received the funds, 
spent the money, finished the 
film, premiered the film, won 
an award (the Grand Jury 
Prize at this year’s Sundance 
Film Festival). And now it 
happens. After the fact.” 

Poison opens in New 
York this week and is sched¬ 
uled to open in San Francisco 
at the Castro June 7. ▼

An Interview With Amy Scholder, 

Co-Editor of 'High Risk: An Anthology of Hidden Writings'

U pstairs, City Lights 
Bookstore, history 
implied. Amy Scho¬ 
lder, who co-edited 
the High Risk anthology 
with east coast literary agent 
Ira Silverberg, has moved 
from a desk in the corner to 
having her own office. Small 
but well utilized. 

She has been committed to 
providing queer lit a strong 
soapbox over the years. So 
far she has co-curated three 
successful evenings of read¬ 
ings at the Victoria Theater. 
She edited the Forum on 
AIDS in City Lights Review 
No. 2, as well as books by 
Leslie Dick and performance 
artist Karen Finley. Occasion¬ 
ally her interests/politics (they 
do appear inseparable) are 
even too forward for her rep¬ 
utable surroundings. This is 
not a dead end. In such cases 
she takes her projects out to 
where they can kick and 
grow. 

When I arrived, Nancy, 
who oversees Lawrence Fer¬ 
linghetti’s beatbom castle, was 
behind the counter. When I 
asked which office was 
Amy’s, sighing through her 
smile, she said, “The one that 
says ‘The Family Tree Stops 
Here’ on the door.” 


D-L Alvarez: If these are sto¬ 
ries of individuals who live at 
risk, does giving them the au¬ 
thority of print constitute a 
threat to those who would 
prefer they be silenced? 

Amy Scholder: It can be a 
threat. Though, it’s greater 
purpose is to give permission 
(by example) to writers to 
write without self-restraint. 
The climate this book came 
out of was seeing a rise in 
censorship, one manifesting 
as a reaction to AIDS. In ’87, 
’88, Ira and I started talking 
about this project. It was clear 
then that a lot of self-censor¬ 
ship was going on. A tradition 
of literature which meant a 
great deal to us, we felt was 
being suppressed. 

I talked to Pat Califia 
a long time ago about these 
poems I heard her read about 


drug use, junkie poems. They 
were totally compelling but, 
she was afraid to have them 
published due to the kind of 
backlash that was prevalent. 
Readers, curators, publishers 
were being exceptionally hos¬ 
tile to this investigation of al¬ 
tered states, of addiction, of 
obsession. Things which 
make literature fascinating 
were finding less acceptance. 

Some of the stories, such as 
1 Dorothy Allison’s and Karen 
Finley’s, end on a note sug¬ 
gesting that which makes us 
transgressive is simply em¬ 
bracing our differences. The 
allusion is that most people 
have potential for deviating 
from the norm, but in many 
cases it’s suppressed or acted 
out only in secret. Do you be¬ 
lieve normalcy is a myth, or 
is that wishful thinking? 

I have no idea. I don’t be¬ 
lieve in terms like “general 
public” or even “mainstream 
society.” I think they’re illu¬ 
sive terms because no matter 
how we might feel as out¬ 
siders, there are so many of 
us who are disenfranchised 
that we do make up a major¬ 
ity of the population. For 
whatever reason we’ve been 
marginalized, whether it’s our 
sexuality, our HIV status, our 
race or our circumstance, all 
of us comprise what is Amer¬ 
ican society. 

We live in a nation where 
“freedom ” is a word charged 
with emotion; it’s considered 
our government’s corner¬ 
stone. In such an atmosphere 
how does one explain the 
popularity of officials like 
Helms and the thought-polic¬ 
ing they attempt to enforce? 

That’s difficult to explain 
briefly. Without going into de¬ 
tails, a lot of it has to do with 
fear of chaos, insistence on or¬ 
der. Which speaks to why 
American government is 
verging on totalitarianism un¬ 
der a guise of democracy. It is 
very much linked with a fear 
of mortality, both for civiliza¬ 
tion as well as for ourselves 
as individuals. 

In a time when we are 
struggling with a pandemic, 
the need for power and struc¬ 
ture has mediated the collec¬ 


tive unconsciousness — in such 
away as would never be ad¬ 
mitted to. The heavy pres¬ 
ence of mortality keeps disci¬ 
pline, delineation and defini¬ 
tion as the key values of soci¬ 
ety. 

Utilizing transgression as a 
teacher, what are some of the 
lessons sadomasochism and 
drugs have to offer? 

First let me say, I’m inter¬ 
ested in the literary develop¬ 
ment and expression of these 
experiences, ideas and 
lifestyles. This is not a book 
about “25 sex scenes and/or 
drug trips.” We received, in 
the hundreds of submissions, 
a lot of good pornography, a 
lot of journal-type writings — 
which is all fine — but Ira and 
I wanted to put together a col¬ 
lection of literature, writings 
which have a sense of honesty 
and a resistance to convention 
both formally and thematical- 

ly- 

We seek to challenge dom¬ 
inant ways of thinking, to let 
one realize that there are peo¬ 
ple in the world who don’t ac¬ 
cept norms, who push them. 

Your rejection of the conser¬ 
vative norm is evident in the 
way you present yourself. Do 
you advocate that others 
make their queerness, that 
which puts them at risk, visi¬ 
ble? 

Yeah, I love that, but I 
also love the fact that some of 
the writers who are produc¬ 
ing the most bizarre and dis¬ 
turbing literature look like 
someone you’d bump into 
downtown. 

Do you align yourself with 
any branch of feminism? 

I’m definitely a feminist. 
That is the infrastructure for 
all my beliefs, tastes and val¬ 
ues. 

I’ve seen at least one reading 
you co-curated where the 
readers were opposed politi¬ 
cally. Was this a decision 
based on an anti-censorship 
stance, of wanting to give 
each voice an equal platform? 

When that’s happened it’s 
been because I’ve cared about 
the literature of all the writ¬ 
ers, and hadn’t anticipated 
problems. There are writers 
whose work I greatly admire 
though I disagree with the 
stances they take (politically). 

I think it’s important to be at 
once critical of our culture 
and cultural practitioners, and 
at the same time maintain an 
appreciation and understand¬ 
ing of the work, so that we 
don’t fall into a trap of politi¬ 
cal correctness. 

The problem with the pro¬ 
gressive left is they are con¬ 
stantly insisting on this kind 
of excellence, political correct¬ 
ness all the way around. For 
instance, Karen Finley has 
had a difficult time getting a 
positive review in any of the 
left press. That comes from 
complaints which claim, 
“Well, she takes on homopho¬ 
bia and feminism, but she’s 
suburban, but she doesn’t 
speak to me as a lesbian.” 

There’s this woman doing 
something positive for our 
causes yet all the left can say 
is, “She’s not doing enough.” 

I want to get out of that, look 
at what people are doing, and 
not let my assessment be lim¬ 
ited by my values. 



David Wojnarowicz said, “Po¬ 
litical correctness is inhu¬ 
man.” 

Yes, it isn’t honest. All of 
us have our private shortcom¬ 
ings. When we make them 
public it can result in some of 
our finest moments in art, 
however disturbing. 

Do any of these works tell 
your story? 

No. The intensity and emo¬ 
tional pitch of some hit a 
nerve in me, and in a way I 
think that’s what this anthol¬ 
ogy can accomplish. Few peo¬ 
ple will identify with these 
works, but there is a genuine 
spirit, a fullness of expression, 
which people can read and 
cast themselves within. 

What was the spark that 
charged this project initially? 

When putting together the 
City Lights Review No. 2 
with the forum on AIDS, I so¬ 
licited artists and writers to 
submit a response on the im¬ 
pact AIDS has had on their 
work. To my surprise and de¬ 
light the amount of material I 
received was enormous. A va¬ 
riety of truly interesting re¬ 
sponses saying AIDS has af¬ 
fected their work tremen¬ 
dously, the sort of work 
they’re now doing, their rela¬ 
tionship to the work, even in 
terms of what they felt they 
could produce anymore. 

People have been looking 
at the building of culture very 
differently (since AIDS), as 
well as the building of their 
careers. I felt that (forum) was 
just the beginning of what 
would become a very impor¬ 
tant project — one which City 
Lights wasn’t interested in 
pursuing — and I realized I 
didn’t want to do it alone. 

Ira and I got together 
through Gregory Kolovakos, 
to whom the book is dedicat¬ 
ed. He was very encouraging. 
He was ill, and had such a 
will to publish, produce and 
translate work that would 
bend everyone out of shape 
who felt there was “one way” 
to respond to AIDS. Because 
he didn’t want his world — his 
literature and his art and the 
kind of work he could publish 
— to change all for some fuck¬ 
ing disease that would, within 
that year, kill him. 

What do you hope this book 
will achieve? 

On a personal level, I hope 
people will read it and feel 
OK about themselves. Not be¬ 
cause they need to identify 
with each story, simply that (as 
the book illustrates) there are 
all kinds of people in this 
world and we can do whatev¬ 
er we want — I think we forget 
that. Through literature, the lib¬ 
ertarian form of art — it’s less 
than ten bucks, and there are 
16,000 copies in print we can 
get the word out. 

This is a real document of 
our times. What’s been going 
on for the last five years in the

Who Is Sapphire? 

And Why Don't We See 
Her Around Here?

A merican culture has 
never been able to 
deal with adolescent 
sexuality. Most adult 
Americans realize that 
teenagers are sexual beings — 
after all, they were teenagers 
once and they were sexual — 
but many cannot shake the 
notion that somehow sex is 
“bad.” This is the baggage of 
Christianity: sex as something 
“sacred” between man and 
woman, exclusively for the 
propagation of the species. 
And, it has, of course, nothing 
to do with reality (or pleasure, 
for that matter). 

So we end up with little or 
no birth control information 
being provided by high 
schools, laws which deny ado¬ 
lescent girls access to private, 
safe abortions and practically 
no discussion of what sex is. 
Adults may think that if they 
don’t address adolescent sex¬ 
uality adolescents will stop 
being sexual, but it doesn’t 
work that way. Instead, you 
end up with a lot of neglect¬ 
ed, ignorant adolescents who 
are left to their own devices 
to deal with perhaps the most 
potent force of human nature. 

But at least straight teens 
have resources. American cul¬ 
ture revolves around hetero¬ 
sexuality. All straight teens 
need to do is go to the 
,movies, watch television, read 
a magazine, observe their 
peers or listen to the radio 
and they will learn something 


about themselves (as distorted 
and unreal as that informa¬ 
tion may be). 

No Queer Resources 

Queer teens, however, 
have no resources. Who or 
what can they turn to for in¬ 
formation about themselves? 
Their peers shun or torment 
them, their teachers make 
queer jokes in their class¬ 
rooms, there are no true rep¬ 
resentations of queers in mass 
media and few books exist 
that address their problems — 
not to mention the difficulty 
in getting access to such 
books. It’s a miracle queer 
teens make it through adoles¬ 
cence alive. It’s a sad fact 
some don’t. 

Growing Up Gay in the 
South is about queer teens. 
Author James T. Sears inter¬ 
viewed 36 queer youths, and 
these are their stories. They 
talk about peers, family, 
drugs, religion, the differ¬ 
ences between rural and ur¬ 
ban communities. They talk 
about race. They talk about 
behavior. These are true, 
moving. Ultimately, these are 
stories about survival. 

Most queer teens endure 
unthinkable hardships. Some 
turn to adults for help and are 
rebuffed. Many are disowned 
by their families. 

Others are ostracized from 
social groups, particularly 
church congregations, which 
previously were a major 
source of stability. Thankful¬ 
ly, a few are able to discover 



other queer teens, comrades 
in pain. 

This book fills a gap in the 
annals of queer history. The 
stories of queer teens need to 
be told and recorded. But 
queer teens need to hear each 
other speak. I doubt any 
young queer will swim 
through this 400-page tome, 
which apparently is directed 
toward teachers, helping pro¬ 
fessionals, and other adults. 
Adults need to know, but 
teens need to know more. 
And the classic One Teenag¬ 
er in Ten is not enough. 
Maybe another book. 

Sears refers to his intervie¬ 
wees as “rebels.” But I want 
to go one step further: These 
teens are heroes. Anyone 
who, against all odds, refuses 
to compromise and remains 
true to their nature, is heroic. 
Listen to them. Help them. 
Love them. ▼

T here’s no picture to 
go along with this 
article, and some¬ 
how that’s fitting. 
There almost weren’t any 
words. 

No one, 
nothing 
can protect you 
from the murderer. 

“My obsession and my 
fear is that my work won’t 
get to the people who need 
it the most,” said Sapphire, 
from New York, in a recent 
phone interview with the 
B.A.R. 

I’d first heard about Sap¬ 
phire a few weeks ago at the 
OUT/Write ’91 Conference’s 
Impact reading by lesbian 
writers. Sapphire read sever¬ 
al pieces of her work, and I 
was stunned by the depth of 
both her insight and her 
emotions. I wondered why 
I’d never heard her work be¬ 
fore that night. 

“The major concern,” con¬ 
tinued Sapphire, “is that I 
keep creating an art form 
that informs my life’s worth. 
If it keeps me alive, if it 
keeps me from slashing my 
wrists, if it keeps me from 
hating myself, then I know it 
can do that for other wom¬ 
en.” 

Not the police, nuclear 
weapons, 

your mother, the Republi¬ 
cans, 

mx missiles— 
none of that 
can protect you 
from the murderer. 

A Healing Force 

Sapphire is a perfor¬ 
mance artist and poet. She 
lives in New York City. 
With the exception of her 
reading at Impact, she has 
never performed on a stage 
in the Bay Area. She has no 
books in print. Her work is 
scattered throughout a hand¬ 
ful of lesbian literary maga¬ 
zines and in the occasional 
anthologies of lesbian writ¬ 
ers. 

“The important thing,” 
she insists, “is that my work 
be out there for women — as 
a healing force.” 

We spoke about the re¬ 
cent OUT/Write Conference. 

“It seemed to me,” she 
said, “that there was a lot of 
whining going on. ‘Why 
aren’t we in the New York 
Times?’ ‘Why aren’t we in 
the literary canon?’ ” 

She laughed, then grew 
more quiet. “The writers I 
know are struggling so hard 
to get their work out to our 
community, that there isn’t 
this obsessiveness for our 
work to be included in a 
structure that is trying to kill 
us.” 

Even if you get all the nig¬ 
gers 

out of the neighborhood 
the murderer might be 
a white boy like David 
Berkowitz 

baby-faced Jewish boy 
who rarely missed a day 
of work at the post office, 
ha! ha! ha! you ’re never safe! 

Sapphire is a black, work¬ 
ing-class lesbian. 

“I’m trying to figure out 
how to stay alive in a struc¬ 
ture in which I was never 
meant to survive,” she said. 


“To push back death, to 
push back napalm, to push 
back the destruction of my 
soul so I don’t try to disap¬ 
pear into what’s white, into 
what’s male.” 

I wanted to know how 
she felt about Edward Al- 
bee’s keynote address at the 
OUT/Write ’91 conference. 
She said she found him 
“most disturbing.” 

“He was trivializing the 
idea of being a minority — 
saying he was a minority by 
being a white, Anglo-Saxon 
Protestant male and a pro¬ 
fessor. Maybe it was too so¬ 
phisticated a pun for me to 
get.” 

I was at Clark Center for the 
Performing Arts 
getting ready for my morn¬ 
ing ballet class 
when this old wrinkled-up 
white faggot 

ran up to me, threw his 
arms around me & grabbed 
me in a viselike grip & 
screamed: 

BE MY BLACK MAMMY 
SAPPHIRE 

BE MY BLACK MAMMY 
He held on & wouldn’t let 
go. 

Out of Place 

To Sapphire, and to 
many others at the 
OUT/Write ’91 Conference, 
Albee appeared to be out of 
place. 

“He seemed like some fa¬ 
mous fossil. I didn’t get what 
he was saying,” she said. “Is 
it so important that he’s part 
of the literary canon?” 
Finally I thought to turn 
my hand into a claw 
& raked straight down his 
face 

with my fingernails. 

He let go. 

I’ll never forget 

how hurt & bewildered he 

looked. 

I guess he was just playing. 

I was just devastated. 

As to Albee’s insistence 
that he is not a gay writer, 
but a writer who happens to 
be gay, Sapphire responded, 
“I question the idea of a ‘gay 
and lesbian’ writers’ confer¬ 
ence paying thousands of 
dollars on someone who was 
going to tell us not to call 
ourselves lesbian or gay.” 
There are no words 
for some forms 
of devastation 
though we constantly 
try to describe 
what America has done 
& continues to do to us. 

Sapphire is currently 
compiling a collection of her 
poetry and fiction from the 
past 15 years of her work. 
She’s working on getting a 
publisher. In the meantime, 
you’ll have to really 
scrounge around to find her 
work. 

I managed to find pieces 
in the journals Conditions; 
Heresies; Sinister Wisdom; 
and Common Lives, Lesbian 
Lives. Her work is also in¬ 
cluded in Women on Wom¬ 
en, an anthology edited by 
Joan Nestle. 

“It was vital for me to 
read Audre Lorde,” she 
stressed. “It was vital for me 
to read Adrienne Rich. I 
think it is vital for women to 
read my work.” 

I think so, too. That’s 
why this article is on the

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Robert Alexander's 'EroticJustice' 

Savior of the Planet

E rotic Justice. The title 
refers to playwright 
Robert Alexander’s 
call “for an intense, 
passionate change in our rela¬ 
tionship to one another and to 
the planet which we must 
cherish or risk losing.” 

Erotic Justice is a rap mu¬ 
sical, but it is considerably 
more than mere entertain¬ 
ment. Alexander’s goal in the 
piece is nothing less than the 
reclamation of the planet and 
the young black men who 
are, Alexander believes, her 
most endangered species. 

On a futuristic, open set, 
with looming prison walls 
and an electric chair, five per¬ 
formers rap their way 
through a series of songs that 
comment on Marion Barry, 
the death of Washington, 
D.C., and the massive destruc¬ 
tion of human life that is the 
crack epidemic in this coun¬ 
try. 

However, throughout the 


piece, continuity is provided 
by the play within a play 
which traces the fall, and tri¬ 
umphantly, the rise of a 
young man with a planet in¬ 
side of him. 

White Wannabe 

Billy Mars, wonderfully 
and sensually portrayed by 
Michael Sullivan, is a buppie 
with a habit, a white 
wannabe who takes dope be¬ 
cause it’s the only way he 
sees to be alive. As long as he 
tries to live within the stereo¬ 
types of the white world, he 
moves closer to his own de¬ 
struction. But once he claims 
his heritage and takes pride 
in it, Billy Mars is trans¬ 
formed into a hero, a savior 
of the planet. 

And saving the world is 
what Erotic Justice is finally 
about. The music is funky 
and angry and funny, and the 
lyrics are both cleverly amus¬ 
ing and forcefully poetic. The 
actors do a fine job of making 
intelligible, language that was 


sometimes unfamiliar to me. 

You will be entertained, 
but you will also be required 
to think seriously about what 
you must do in order to save 
the world. The opening num¬ 
ber, with its homage to and 
twist on Waiting for Godot , 
is a call to action, as well as 
an insistence on the need to 
connect to the self (the lyric is 
repeated: “Brother, don’t you 
know, you are Godot”). 

I was forcefully reminded, 
throughout the play, that al¬ 
though I am not a young 
black man (how will I tell my 
mother), the destruction of 
the planet, and of any group 
of living beings, is my respon¬ 
sibility. I was moved and en¬ 
ergized by this piece, and I 
recommend it highly to any¬ 
one with an interest in the 
earth or the art that finally is 
all we have when the rubble 
is swept away. ▼

Although I went to the 
show with a charming gay 
man of my acquaintance, I 
did find myself wishing that I 
was hearing this music with a 
woman sitting next to me.

and was determined to prove 
it. 

Premiere single, “I’m Not 
Romantic,” is primed and 
ready to bring Phranc de¬ 
served mainstream success. 
“ ’64 Ford” opens with a slic¬ 
ing guitar riff reminiscent of 
Heart’s “Barracuda” before 
screeching off into a firstrate 
jam session. Album standout 
is an a cappella version of the 
former Beach Boys hit, 
“Surfer Girl.”

Jimmy Sommerville, The

Lyrics from the lead track, 
“Smalltown Boy,” still pack a 
powerful wallop seven years 
after its initial release. 

Joni Mitchell, Night 
Ride Home 

After a three-year absence, 
Mitchell returns with a stun¬ 
ning project. Sounding and 
playing as fresh and vibrant 
as ever, she infuses each track 
with a heartbeat all its own, 
bringing not only life to it, 
but a vast visceral panorama 
for the listener to enjoy as 
well. “Come in From the 
Cold,” the initial single re¬ 
lease, is a classic Mitchell 
number. Personal faves in¬ 
clude “Two Grey Rooms,” 
“Ray’s Dad’s Cadillac” and 
“Cherokee Louise.” 

Londonbeat, In the 
Blood 

Highly talented U.K. quar¬ 
tet blends Motownlike har¬ 
monies with dance grooves 
that incorporate 70s funk 
rhythms to give their album 
just the right amount of raw¬ 
ness and put this fab debut 
right on the cutting edge.

know and take it from there.

So let’s see if we can con¬ 
vey, by looking within the 
pages of the B.A.R., just 
what the passage of 20 years 
has seen. 

That first issue, dated 
April 1, 1971, is a crude affair. 
A mere 24 pages in a maga¬ 
zine format, most of its con¬ 
tents have been typeset on a

portable typewriter. Most of 
the ads are badly hand-drawn 
— the S.I.R. (Society for Indi¬ 
vidual Rights) all-male pro¬ 
duction of Once Upon a Mat¬ 
tress, which could have re¬ 
produced the original Broad¬ 
way logo, inexplicably fea¬ 
tures a decidedly homegrown 
and tres primitif rendering in 
which the Princess appears to 
have been broken on the 
rack. Many pages are taken 
up with in-house boosterism 
for the Tavern Guild, as well 
as ads for the week’s big 
event, “Circus Circus.” 

There doesn’t seem to 
have been any news, not even 
a tea room bust. The leadoff 
article is “Auntie Mildred’s 
Gourmet Capers.” Giving 
credit where due, there is 
Don McLean’s gay-themed re¬ 
view of the John Cassavetes 
film Husbands, a book re¬ 
view by J.D. Miller, an 
(anonymous) art review re¬ 
vealing that there are a lot of 
galleries in San Francisco, a 
poem by Mr. Anthony St. 
Basil and a tribute to commu¬ 
nity stalwart Bill Morell, 
which although unsigned 
seems to be by Bob Ross. 

Stylistic Precedent 

The remaining contents, 
aside from the inevitable as¬ 
trology column, are a tumult 
of calendars disguised as arti¬ 
cles, a stylistic precedent that 
will remain unchallenged for 
some time. Included are the 
overlapping testimonies to 
the week’s cultural impera¬ 
tives from an otherwise un¬ 
named “Czarina de Miracle 
Mile,” Luella P. (a.k.a. Lou) 
Green’s “Cruisin’ and 
Boozin’, ” Cristal’s “Empress 
VI” news, Connie’s “Tavern 


Guild News” and, in the first 
installment of a run none of 
us will outlive, Sweet “Come 
on down to the Butch Room, 
where Bobby is now on the 
plank” Lips herself! 

It ain’t Interview, but it’s 
gay. Obviously, things need 
time to develop. So let’s skip 
a while and see what’s in the 
cooker. 

Dipping into various issues 
in 1972, we find the first news 
articles (reactionary and usu¬ 
ally unfounded) by Don Jack- 
son and political commentary 
from William Beardemphl. 
On the subject of Royal Court 
elections, we are advised that 
“Fat Fairy is definitely NOT 
running ... dripping a little 
maybe ... but not running.” 

Donald McLean, also 
known as the drag performer 
Lori Shannon, plugs her own 
show (“Direct from a tri¬ 
umphal tour of Milpitas!”) in 
his relentless showbiz 
columns. Sweetlips (not his 
real name) provides an exclu¬ 
sive shocker, a photo of the 
Grand Duchess in the 
Marines. Since Marcus hasn’t 
yet come out, Felix provides 
“Southern Scandals,” about 
the South of Market scene. 

Cecil Knockherwurst 
Weatherbee (Cristal’s lover) 
provides something called 
satire, and Perry supplies my 
all-time favorite column, “Chi¬ 
nese Checkers.” This is a 
lengthy listing of the most im¬ 
portant news of the day: 
which hunky stud bartender 
was now behind the plank of 
what bar (“Brad of Ginger’s is 
now at the Kokpit” and so on 
for many column inches. 
What a lot of bars there 
were, and what a feverish 
bunch of bartenders). The pa¬ 
per is becoming quite an as¬ 
semblage, yet it gives us the 
feeling we are a small, tightly 
knit community. 

A Perfect Slice 

By making a little hop to 
the issue dated July 11, 1973, 
we find a perfect slice of the 
B.A.R. at that time. It has 
grown to a nearly hefty 40 
pages; the contents are prop¬ 
erly typeset; and the ads prop¬ 
erly designed. If you include 
the Classifieds (and why not — 
they’re as much perused as 
any other portion of the pa¬ 
per), there are 18 articles or 
columns. 

Don Jackson leads off the 
news by announcing that 
President Nixon will soon im¬ 
plement enforced lobotomies 
for gays (several issues back, 
Jackson revealed Nixon’s 
plans for gay concentration 
camps). William Beardemphl 
comments on Gay Freedom 
Day. J.D. Miller reviews a gay 
book, John Reid’s The Best 
Little Boy in the World. 

Don McLean, in the first of 
four articles appearing this 
week, reports on the 7th annu¬ 
al Coits Ball, the COITillion. 
Next he details winners of the 
B.A.R.I Camp Awards, an 
event sponsored by the Privy 
Council to raise money for Op¬ 
eration Concern. Then, a fre¬ 
quent feature, a Don McLean 
star interview, this one with 
the object of desire of so many 
gay men, Ernest Borgnine. 

McLean retreats for several 
pages, so that Pola Del Vec- 
chio (not his real name) can re¬ 
view a local production of 
Dames at Sea. The well-trav¬ 
eled Lou Green is up next 
with “This-A and That-A (Out 
of Town Events),” followed by 
El Scorpio’s Astrology. And 
then it’s time for Don 
McLean’s “Midnight Snoop,” 
showbiz info this week cover¬ 


ing Finocchio’s (where 
McLean entertains) and Gold 
Street (where Charles Pierce 
entertains). 

Then it’s “Sweetlips Sez,” 
followed by a review of the 
film Jesus Christ Superstar b y 
Montezuma (not his real 
name), followed by Perry’s 
“Tidbits by the Bay,” which 
turns out to be just what its 
name says. There’s an un¬ 
signed “Souse of Market” (is 
this the last gasp of Felix?) fol¬ 
lowed by the recently minted 
“Southern Scandals,” written 
by Emperor (I thought his first 
name was Marcus) Marcus. Fe¬ 
lix disappeared without expla¬ 
nation, to be replaced on Feb. 
15, 1972, by Mr. Marcus (oh, 
that’s right — .his first name is 
Mr.). After a few weeks Felix 
pops up again for a few 
months, before Marcus re¬ 
turns for good. 

Marcus is topped not only 
by the Empress, with Maxine 
getting her say in “The Em¬ 
press Connection,” but by 
Polk Street Sally and Alfie’s 
“On the Peninsula,” these cor¬ 
respondents filing news of 
their respective regions. Then 
it’s the Classifieds. It’ll be 
some time before Marcus gets 
pride of place; in a year or so, 
he’ll be leading off his own, fi¬ 
nal, section of the paper by 
preceding the “Porn Corner” 
and the hustlers with his leath¬ 
ery linguistics. 

One Score 

Well, even Stonewall didn’t 
happen overnight. An editing 
staff was implemented in the 
mid-’70s, and the paper ex¬ 
panded to the tabloid format 
we now know. For the pa¬ 


per’s 10th anniversary, when it 
became a weekly and fre¬ 
quently began appearing in 
two expanded sections, an en¬ 
tertainment editor was added 
to bring coherence to the new¬ 
ly created Entertainment and 
Sports sections. 

And look at the staff listing 
now — there are several dozen 
names, with sharp specialists 
in news reporting and all areas 
of arts and entertainment re¬ 


porting, reflecting the myriad 
aspects of a sprawling, multi¬ 
faceted community. 

Twenty years is a score, 
and a score is what gay folk 
make when they connect. 
That’s what the B.A.R. did, 
from its start in the hip pocket 

— or should we say clutch bag 

— of the Royal Court, to its sta¬ 
tus as our communal voice: it 
scored. ▼ 
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More Than Mostly Mozart

W hen Wolfgang 
Amadeus Mozart 
died on Decem¬ 
ber 5, 1791, the 
world did not mourn his pass¬ 
ing. The boy genius was 
buried in a pauper’s grave in 
Vienna. But Mozart’s music 
had a perverse staying power 
and, 200 years after his death, 
the composer whose pro¬ 
found genius was counterbal¬ 
anced by his overweening 
lust and childish fascination 
with flatulence has achieved 
the rarest form of immortali¬ 
ty. 

This year the international 
music world celebrates the bi¬ 
centennial of Mozart’s death 
with a fervor that is astound¬ 
ing. Music festivals from 
Salzburg to Toronto, from 
London to San Francisco are 
building their repertoires 
around Mozart’s music. 

Don’t think for one second, 
however, that they’re just do¬ 
ing this to pay tribute to a ge¬ 
nius. Just like sex, Mozart 
sells.

Not in a class with the 
above five, but still of merit 
are Rugrats, about a kid’s ex¬ 
ploration of household tech¬ 
nology; Western, a Hungari¬ 
an short that reconstitutes a 
classic Wild West scenario;

Gay Men's Basketball Tourney

This weekend San Francis¬ 
co will host the first annual 
gay men’s basketball tourna¬ 
ment.

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Coach Says Best is Yet to Come

W hat do Olympic 
track stars and 
former world 
record holders 
Lee Evans, Evelyn Ashford 
and Edwin Moses have in 
common with the San Fran¬ 
cisco Track and Field Club? 
They all received the coach¬ 
ing experience of Hully Feti- 
co, who for the past four 
years has been coach and 
mentor for the SF Track and 
Field Club.

And his sports experi¬ 
ence is not limited to track 
and field, but includes foot¬ 
ball, baseball, basketball, ten¬ 
nis, golf and more. 

Special Spot in His Heart 

Due to his affiliation with 
track throughout his life, Feti¬ 
co admits the SF Track and 
Field Club holds a “special 
spot” in his heart. And he is 
well thought of by the club as 
well. 

“We’re proud to have 
Coach Hully as our trainer,” 
says sprinter Earl Bryant. 
“His influence on the team is 
undeniable and he has helped 
us both physically and men¬ 
tally to be the best that we 
can.” 

It was Bryant who stum¬ 
bled upon Fetico’s Fluid 
Movement exercise studio fol¬ 
lowing the second Gay 
Games. The SFT&FC was re¬ 
grouping and looking for an 
off-season exercise routine 
that would help them main¬ 
tain a high level of fitness. 
Fetico did a personal evalua¬ 
tion of the team members 
interested in undergoing his 
regimen and agreed to take 
the team on. The rest has 
been gold-medal history for 
the club. 


“At first his methods took 
a little getting used to,” Dem¬ 
by says. “There were times 
that it was hard to walk after 
one of Hully’s sessions. But 
we’ve learned a lot about our¬ 
selves as athletes and as a 
team, and I think we expect 
more from ourselves now 
than we ever would have just 
training on our own.” 

For the nationally ranked 
Nancy Frost, “Coach Hully” 
(as he is affectionately known) 
provided the discipline and 
direction that was missing 
from their training. 

“With Hully, we learned to 
combine grace, strength and 
intensity into a meaningful 
program,” she says. “Knowing 
his background and the fact 
that he takes us seriously 
enough to give us demanding 
workouts is a validation to 
our team.” 

Fetico knows his training 
isn’t for everyone, but accord¬ 
ing to him “people have to be 
willing to put in the work if 
they want to achieve out¬ 
standing results. Nothing is 
going to be handed to you,” 
he says, particularly in athlet¬ 
ics. 

Perfect Symmetry 

The team has also been 
taught to travel through their 
mind and their muscles to 
feel what it is like to be in 
collaboration with their body. 
Fetico asks team members to 
visualize their movements 
and “feel” them, mentally, so 
that their training and com¬ 
petition will be a combination 
of the mind and body work¬ 


ing together. He hopes to 
bring them to a new “spiritual 
level, where they’re running 
between atoms and between 
the laws of gravity.” 

“We call it trying to find 
the ‘void,’ ” Bryant says. “It’s 
that magic moment in compe¬ 
tition where everything 
comes together in perfect 
symmetry — your arms, your 
legs, your breathing, your 
concentration — everything. 
And you just sort of float to 
the finish line. That’s one 
thing we train to achieve and 
attempt to duplicate in every 
race.” 

Besides the mental im¬ 
agery and physical training, 
Fetico has also gotten the 
team to examine their nutri¬ 
tional habits and become 
aware of what it takes to fuel 


a top-rate running machine. 
Fetico provides guidelines 
and the team members decide 
how close within those guide¬ 
lines they want to stay. 

Fetico is pleased with the 
club’s progress over the years, 
but hopes more people come 
out and join the team. “More 
people not only adds depth to 
the team, but it also helps 
provide the support and moti¬ 
vation that links the athletes 
together,” he says. 

The team is proud of his 
commitment toward them 
and, as Bryant noted, “We 
take nothing away from our¬ 
selves and our own personal 
achievements on the track. 
We do the work that makes 
that happen, but it’s Hully 
who provides the inspiration 
that gets us there.” ▼

You may bowl too far 
to the right also, but at least 
you are not repeating the 
same mistake, and the adjust¬ 
ment to the opposite side of 
the lane might even give you 
a better feel as to just where
